May it please your Excellency, 

We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, submit to 
your Excellency this our twentieth annual Report under the 
Statute 35 & 36 Vic., cap. 69, entitled “ The Local Government 
Board (Ireland) Act, 1872,” relating to our proceedings up to 
the 31st of March, 1892. 

Poor Relief. 

1. We submit, in the first place, in continuation of similar 
returns in previous annual Reports, summaries of weekly returns 
showing, respectively, the number of persons in workhouses, the 
number maintained from the Poor Rate in public institutions, and 
the number in receipt of out-door relief, at the close of each week 
from the week endedthe 21st of February, 1891, to the weekended 
the 20th of February, 1892, both included ; and we annex two dia- 
grams,* in illustration of these and previous returns, showing the 
fluctuations which have occurred in the number o£ workhouse 
inmates and the number of persons in receipt of out-door relief, 
respectively, during the weeks embraced in the following state- 
ment and those included in each of the six preceding years.

3. In our last annual Report we mentioned that there had been 
a decrease in the average daily number of persons relieved in the 
workhouses from February, 1890, to February, 1891, as compared 
with the number so relieved in the preceding year, and that 
although there had been a considerable increase from November, 
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Measures for relief of distress. 

1890, to March, 1891, in the number of persons who received out- 
door relief in certain of the western Unions, yet that throughout the 
year, taken as a whole, the daily average number who received 
such relief in all Ireland was less than in the preceding year. 

We have now to report that the returns for the weeks included 
in the statement on page 2 show a further decrease in the average 
daily number of persons relieved in the workhouses, whilst there 
is also a slight decrease in the average daily number of persons who 
received out-door relief. 

The average daily number of persons in the workhouses during 
the weeks included in the statement was 40,742, of those main- 
tained in public institutions (as shown in the statement on paged, 
columns 22 to 27), 1,107, and of those on out-door rebel 62 229, 
making a total of 104,078, which is less than the average daily 
number in workhouses, in public institutions, and on out rebel in 
the year 1890-91 by 960. 

The distress among the small landholders in the western 
Unions above referred to, which was at its height about the time o 
our last annual Report, continued until the potato crop became 
available about the middle or towards the end of August, 1891, the 
number employed on relief works diminishing along the sea coast 
as the Summer advanced and sea fishing and other coast industries 
commenced, but increasing in the inland districts wherever em- 
ployment at ordinary agricultural labour was not obtainable. 

In addition to the Unions mentioned in our last Report as those 
in which relief works were in progress, works were subsequently 
opened in the Unions of Castlebar, Swmeford, Kenmare, Kilrush, 
Boyle, Castlerea, and Bawnboy. 

The number in receipt of relief on Government works was less, 
as a rule, in each Union than the number relieved by the oper- 
ation of the various relief measures during the distress m 
1880-81 or that which prevailed in 1886, and owing to the 
nature of these works and the manner in which they were carried 
out very little strain was imposed on the resources of the im- 
poverished Unions in the west, and the necessity for the exercise 
of the power of Relieving Officers to give temporary out-door relief 
in sudden and urgent cases did not exist, to any appreciable extent, 
excepting for a very limited period in two or three of the dis- 
tressed Unions. 

Our proceedings in connection with the measures devised by 
Government for the relief of distress are referred to in a report 
which we addressed to the Under Secretary, and which is 
printed in the appendix* and we may here express our opinion 
in regard to these relief measures, that when distress is confined 
to particular localities and is not general throughout the country- 
no more efficient or economical machinery for the relief of small 
landholders could be adopted than that which was m operation 
during the Spring and Summer of last year.

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Seed Potatoes. 


The advantages of meeting distress by employing people at 
useful works compared with the alternative of extending 
out-door relief are apparent upon a contrast of the relief mea- 
sures of last year with those of the year 1886. In addition to 
the abuses which, experience shows, it is almost impossible to 
prevent in connection with an extended system of out-door relief 
by the Guardians of distressed Unions, there is a further 
objection to this mode of dealing with exceptional distress, which, 
perhaps, is not generally understood. We refer to the marked 
increase of ordinary pauperism which for a number of years 
almost invariably follows a temporary extension of out-door 
relief. When relief under an Act passed to meet exceptional 
distress is discontinued upon the termination of such distress, 
Boards of Guardians find that the relief lists include a number 
of old persons who, though eligible for relief under the ordinary 
law when destitute, were previously supported by their relatives 
in America or at home, and did not seek relief from the poor 
rates till it became, to a certain extent, dissociated from 
ordinary pauperism. Once placed on the relief lists, however, 
they are anxious to remain on permanently under the ordinary 
law, and represent that as they have no crop they are no better 
off than they were in the Spring. The Guardians, influenced by 
this consideration, in many cases agree to continue the relief 
to them for a further period. Subsequently the time is extended, 
and thus the process of reducing the lists by the discontinuance 
of relief to those who are really not fit cases to be supported at 
the public charge extends over years. 


Seed Potatoes Supply (Ireland) Acts, 1890 and 1891. 

4. In paragraph 4 of our last annual Report we referred to the 
steps taken up to the 31st of March, 1891, for the purpose of 
providing against the want of seed potatoes in that year, and 
our General Order of the 22nd of December, 1890, printed in 
the appendix to that Report, prescribed Rules and Regulations 
under the Seed Potatoes Supply Act, 1890, to be observed by 
the Boards of Guardians who deemed it advisable to adopt the 
provisions of that Act. 

We print m the appendix* to this Report a statement showing 
the amount of loan for which sanction was obtained by the 
Guardians of each Union in which the provisions of the above- 
mentioned Act were adopted, the quantity of seed distributed, 
the number of persons to whom it was given, and the total 
expenditure of the Guardians under the Seed Potatoes Supply 
Acts, 1890 and 1891.

From this statement it will be seen that we approved of loans 
to the amount of £286,805 15s. 104, being advanced under the Acts 
to the Boards of Guardians of 111 Unions for the purpose > o 1 pro- 
viding seed for sale to the occupiers and cultivators of land therein. 
In one of these Unions, however, (Carrick-on-Suir) the loan was 
refunded, shortly after issue, to the Board of Works, thus re- 
ducing the number of Unions in which the Acts were put in 
operation to 110. The amount produced by the sale of seed foi 
cash payments on which an abatement of one-fifth of the price was 
allowed came to £3,662 2s. 1*4. ™d this sum together mthdhe 

balances of the loans remaining unexpended by the Guarctos 
was remitted to the Board of Works, leaving the actual amount 
due to the State by the Guardians £240, 4.0a 13s. 0 d. 

Over 32,037 tons of seed were distributed among 126, 4w 
occupiers of land and cultivators or con-acre tenants. The total 
expenditure incurred by the Guardians in eomection with the 
purchase, carriage, storage, fee., of seed amounted 
£245,642 Is. 9 d. 

Special rates have been made in pursuance of section 6 of the 
Seed Potatoes Supply Act, 1890, on the purchasers of seed in 
101 Unions since the 1st of August last to meet the Payment 
to the Board of Works of the first instalments of the loans which 
fall due on the 1st of August next, under the provisions of 
section 3 of that Act.

It will be observed from the above that there was a decrease 
of 7,835 in the number admitted in sickness, and a decrease of 
12,847 in the number admitted who were not sick, thus showing 
a decrease of 20,682 in the total number admitted during the 
year as compared with the number in the previous year. The 
number suffering from fever or other contagious disease was less 
by 918, and the total number of persons relieved in workhouses 
was less than in the previous year by 22,564.

Orphans and deserted children. 

13. The number of orphans and deserted children out at nurse 
from the workhouses in Ireland under the provisions of the Act 
39 and 40 Vic., c. 38, on the 20th of February last was 2,530, being 
a decrease of 23 as compared with the number on the corres- 
ponding date in the year 1891. 


Emigration. 

14. Section 35 of the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act (54 
and 55 Viet., ch. 48), which became law on the 5th of August, 
1891, repealed section 20 of the Arrears of Bent (Ireland) Act, 
1882, and section 12 of the Tramways and Public Companies 
(Ireland) Act, 1883, which enabled grants to be made in aid of 
emigration. From the date of our last Report up to the time of 
the repeal of these sections no proceedings had taken place 
under them. 

15. We now continue the series of recent statistics by repeat- 
ing, with one additional year, the table showing the number of 
persons assisted by Boards of Guardians to emigrate under the 
provisions of the Irish Poor Relief Acts and the cost incurred 
for that purpose in each year, that is to say, for forty-two years 
ended on the 25th of March last.

Amalgamation of Unions. 

16. In our last annual Report we stated that we proposed to 
dissolve the Glin Union, and to add it to the adjoining Unions 
ot Listowel and Rathkeale. We have now to report that by 
Ordersj- under Seal bearing date the 7th of August last, we 
declared that the Glin Union should be dissolved from the 30th 
ot September, 1891, and that the Electoral Divisions included 
therein should be added to the other Unions named above. 

The Glin Union was declared in the year 1850, and consisted 
of 13 Electoral Divisions ; with the exception of a few townlands 
taken from Newcastle Union it was formed from the Unions of 
Listowel and Rathkeale. Upon its dissolution 7 Electoral Divi- 
sions, viz., Eleanmore, Glin, Kilfergus, Kilmoylan, Leitrim, 
Tarbert, and Tarmon were added to the Listowel Union and 
form the Tarbert Dispensary District of that Union, and 6 
Electoral Divisions, viz., Dumnoylan East, Dunmoylan West,

We have at present under consideration proposals submitted 
to us by the Boards of Guardians of the Killala and Strokes- 
town Unions for the dissolution of those Unions and the 
addition of the Electoral Divisions comprised therein to Unions 
adjoining.

17- The number of children maintained in the District School 
at Trim during each week from the 21st of February, 1891, to the 
20th of February last is shown in the table on page 3.

Alteration of days for holding fairs. 

21. Consent has been given to the alteration of the days for 
holding Fairs in the towns of Navan and Drogheda, and, also, 
at Caltra, county Galway. 

Markets and Fairs (Weighing of Cattle) Act, 1887. 

22. The powers given to us by Section 9 of this Act were 
transferred to the Irish Land Commission by Section 1 of the 
Markets and Fairs (Weighing of Cattle) Act, 1891, (54 & 55 Vic. 
Cap. 70) which received the Royal Assent on the 5th of August, 
1891, and since then these powers vest in that body. From 
the 31st of March, 1891, to the date of the passing of the Act of 
that year, we made Orders exempting six additional fairs from 
the provisions of the Act for periods not in any case exceeding 
one year. 

During the same period in 13 cases where Orders of exemption 
had been made for a limited time the market authorities applied 
to us for renewal of the Orders for a further term; in 10 
instances we renewed the Orders exempting the fairs for a further 
period of two years, and in the remaining 3 for one year.

23. We have given our consent to the extension of the 
boundaries of the town of Ballymena in pursuance of section 5 of 
the above-mentioned Act. 


MEDICAL CHARITIES ACT AND VACCINATION ACTS. 

24. We next submit to your Excellency a report of the pro- 
ceedings under these Acts for the year ended the 30th of Septem- 
ber, 1891. 

The annexed table exhibits, in the usual form, the fluctuations 
in the number of cases in which medical relief was afforded 
under the Medical Charities Act during each of the last twelve 
years ended on the 30th of September for each province and for 
the whole of Ireland. 

Compared with the previous year there was last year in each 
province a decrease in the number of cases prescribed for at the 
dispensaries, and also in. the number of those attended at their 
own houses, the respective decreases being — in Dlster, 9,122 and 
9,404 ; in Munster, 3,816 and 7,055 ; in Leinster, 1,790 and 
9,830; and in Connaught, 1,480 and 475. 

The total decrease in the number of cases treated at dispensaries 
was therefore 16,208, and in the number of those attended at 
their own houses 26,764.

Influenza, 1891-92. 

31. In our Report of the 12th of May, 1890, we dealt with the 
epidemic of influenza which prevailed during the winter of 
1889-90. Since that period Ireland has rot been wholly free 
from a form of sickness presenting symptoms characteristic of 
influenza, and during the winter of 1891-92 a second well marked 
outbreak of the disease became epidemic in this portion of the 
United Kingdom. Of this recent visitation it may be observed

that it has not been attended with symptoms quite so severe 
as those described in our Report for 1889-90, but it has differed 
from the former epidemic in one important respect. The previous 
epidemic as a rule spared the aged, whereas the more recent 
outbreak has fallen with impartial severity upon persons of all 
ages. The reports which have reached us concerning influenza 
during the past winter appear to indicate that very large 
numbers of the population -have been affected and that, in con- 
sequence of persons of advanced age having suffered, the mortality, 
in proportion to the numbers attacked, has been greater than 
that recorded during the prevalence of the former epidemic.

36. Orders have been made and gazetted prohibiting further 
interments in burial grounds as follows : —

3. The old burial ground, in the town of Ennis.

In the ease of the Ennis burial ground the Order was made sub- 
ject to certain exceptions mentioned therein. The other Orders 
named prohibit further interments, without any exception, in 
the portions of a burial ground, and the burial grounds, to which 
they respectively relate — that for Mallow superseding a previous 
Order by which burials in that burial ground were prohibited 
subject to certain exceptions.

Following the course adopted in previous Reports, we 
now give tables showing what has been done by sanitary 
authorities under the improvement schemes authorized, and 
what is proposed to be done under further improvement 
schemes. 

Table I. shows that out of the 11,871 houses authorized, 8,955 
have been provided, and 8,833 of these actually let, and that 657 
others are at present in course of erection.

From the foregoing tables it will be seen that very few 
Boards of Guardians in Ulster and Connaught have availed 
themselves of the Acts — and those only to a very limited extent 
— the total number of houses authorized to be provided in these 
two Provinces being 165 (seventy-eight in Ulster and eighty- 
seven in Connaught), while there have been 4,464 sanctioned for 
unions in Leinster, and 7,242 in Munster. A map of Ireland, by 
poor law unions, is contained in the appendix* showing the 
unions in which cottages have been authorized, and the number 
sanctioned in each case. 

40. The Housing of the Working Classes Act, 1890. 

The Belfast Urban Sanitary Authority, acting as the Local 
Authority, have applied for a Provisional Order to confirm an 
Improvement Scheme which they made under Part I. of this Act. 
It is proposed to carry out the necessary works by means of a 
loan of £20,000. A Provisional Order has also been asked for by 
the Blackrock Urban Sanitary Authority to enable them to 
acquire lands compulsorily for the purposes of Part III. of the 
Act. 

We have sanctioned a loan of £1,200 to the .Killiney and 
Ballybrack Urban Sanitary Authority for the erection of working 
class lodging houses, in pursuance of Part III., which makes a 
total of £98,721 19s. 8cl. sanctioned by us up to this date for such 
purposes. Applications for sanction to a loan of £13,000 to 
provide working class lodging houses under Part III. in the City 
of Dublin, and to a loan of £1,000 for a similar purpose in the 
own of Kells are under consideration.

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41. Departmental Arrangements. 

In our last Report we referred to the fact that we had found it 
necessary to obtain the services of seven temporary Inspectors in 
consequence of the largely increased duties arising from the 
existence of distress in the western and south-western districts of 
the country. These appointments continued during a portion of 
the year dealt with in this Report, the last having terminated on 
the 31st of July, 1891 

Mr. W. L. Micks, one of our permanent staff of General 
Inspectors, having been selected to fill the office of Secretary to 
the newly-formed Congested Districts Board, was seconded from 
the office of Inspector, and replaced by the temporaiy appoint- 
ment of Major T. Y. L. Kirkwood, who had previously acted as 
one of the temporary Inspectors above referred to. 

^By the operation of Clause 10 of the Order in Council of the 
15th of August, 1890, we lost the services of two of our Inspectors 
and three Auditors, viz. Dr. T. H. Burke, Medical Inspector, 
Mr. R. T. Hamilton, General Inspector, and Messrs. G. W. Finlay, 
R. H. Jephson, and A. M/Hugh, Auditors. Dr. Burke has been 
succeeded by Dr. C. J. Clibborn, Medical Officer of the Kiltegan 
Dispensary District of Baiting] ass Union ; Major Kirkwood has 
been appointed permanent Inspector in succession to Mr. 
Hamilton ; and Major Kirkwood’s place, as temporary Inspector, 
has been filled by the appointment of Mr. R. Kelly, who, also, had 
served as one of the additional Inspectors employed during the 
prevalence of the recent distress. 

Another of our General Inspectors, Major R. Ruttledge-Fair, 
having been selected for service under the Congested Districts 
Board was seconded from the office of Inspector and replaced by 
the temporary appointment of Mr. C. R. Lynch-Staunton, who had 
acted as vice-guardian of the Portumna Union in 1890-91. 

Of the three vacancies in our staff of Auditors caused by the 
retirement of Messrs. Finlay, Jephson, and M'Hugh, two have 
been filled by the appointment of Mr. R. J. Newell, one of our 
First class Clerks, and Mr. W. E. Ellis, Secretary to the 
Educational Endowments (Ireland) Commission.

I.— ORDERS. 

No. 1. — General Order assessing upon Unions in Ireland 
amounts payable by them, respectively, under the Con- 
tagious Diseases (Animals) Act. 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in the 
Schedule hereunto annexed; to the Treasurer of each of such 
Unions, and to all persons whom it may concern. 

Whereas, by an Act passed in the Forty-second year of the Reign 
of Her present Majesty, Queen Victoria, entitled “An Act for 
making better provision respecting Contagious and Infectious Diseases 
of Cattle and other Animals, and for other purposes," it is among other 
things enacted that on receipt of the Certificate of the Chief Secretary or 
Under Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland to the effect that a 
sum equivalent to a certain Poundage, to be specified in such Certificate, 
on the net annual value of the property in all the Unions in Ireland is 
required for the purposes of the Act, the Local Government Board 
shall, by order under their Seal, assess that sum on the several Unions, 
in proportion to the net annual value of the property therein, and the 
said Board shall transmit copies of the Order to the Guardians and to 
the Treasurer of each Union : 

And Whereas by the said Act it is further enacted that on receipt 
of such Order the Treasurer of each Union shall, out of the Union funds, 
pay over the amount assessed on the Union to the Bank of Ireland, to 
be placed to the General Cattle Diseases Fund, and the Guardians of 
each Union shall debit the several Electoral Divisions with proportions 
of that sum according to the net annual value of the property therein : 

And W hereas it is provided by the said Act that no larger sum shall 
be levied under the said Act at any one time than shall be equivalent to 
a poundage of One Halfpenny in the Pound on the net annual value of 
the property in all the Unions ; nor shall any larger sum be levied under 
the said Act in the whole than shall be equivalent, taken with any 
money before the commencement of the said Act carried to the Cattle 
Plague Account, to a poundage of Eourpence in the Pound on the net 
annual value of the property in all the Unions • 
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Orders — Cattle Diseases Fund, [Apr. A. I, 


And Whereas a Certificate under the hand of the Chief Secretary to 
the Lord Lieutenant, bearing date the Fifteenth day of April, One 
Thousand Eight Hundred and Ninety-one, has been received by Us, the 
Local Government Board for Ireland, in which it is certified that a 
sum of Fourteen Thousand Five Hundred and Seventy-seven Pounds 
Six Shillings and Ten Pence-halfpenny sterling, being equivalent to a 
rating of One Farthing in the Pound on the net annual value of the 
property in all the Unions in Ireland, is required for the purposes of the 
said Act : 

Now Therefore, in pursuance of the provisions of the said Act, We, 
the Local Government Board for Ireland, do hereby assess the said sum 
of Fourteen Thousand Five Hundred and Seventy-seven Pounds Six 
Shillings and Ten Pence-halfpenny upon the several Unions in Ireland, 
in proportion to the net annual value of the property in each Union 
according to the Valuation thereof now in force as follows ; that is to say, 
we assess upon each Union the amount set opposite to its name in the 
Schedule hereunto annexed.

To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in the 
Schedule hereunto annexed ; to the Treasurer of each of such 
Unions, and to all Persons whom it may concern. 

Whereas, by an Act passed in the Forty-second year of the Reign of 
Her present Majesty, Queen Victoria, entitled “An Act for making 
better provision respecting Contagious and Infectious Diseases of 
Cattle and other Animals, and for other purposes,” it is among other 
things enacted that on receipt of the Certificate of the Chief Secretary 
or Under Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland to the effect that 
a sum equivalent to a certain Poundage, to be specified in such Certificate, 
on the net annual value of the property in all the Unions in Ireland is 
required for the purposes of the Act, the Local Government Board shall, 
by order under their Seal, assess that sum on the several Unions, in 
proportion to the net annual value of the property therein, and the said 
Board shall transmit copies of the Order to the” Guardians and to the 
Treasurer of each Union : 

And whereas by the said Act it is further enacted that on receipt 
of such Order, the Treasurer of each Union shah, out of the Union 
funds, pay over the amount assessed on the Union to the Bank of Ireland, 
to be placed to the General Cattle Diseases Fund, and the Guardians of 
each Union shall debit the several Electoral Divisions with proportions 
of that sum according to the net annual value of the property therein : 

And whereas it is provided by the said Act that no larger sum shall 
be levied under the said Act at any one time than shall be equivalent 
to a poundage of One Halfpenny in the Pound on the net annual value 
of the property in all the Unions j nor shall any larger sum be levied 
under the said Act in the whole than shall be equivalent, taken with 
any money before the commencement of the said Act carried to the 
Cattle Plague Accoimt, to a poundage of Fourpence in the Pound on the 
net annual value of the property in all the Unions : 

And whereas a Certificate under the hand of the Chief Secretary 
to the Lord Lieutenant, bearing date the First day of March, One 
Thousand Eight Hundred and Ninety-two, has been received by Us 
the Local Government Board for Ireland, in which it is certified that a 
sum of Fourteen Thousand Six Hundred and Thirteen Pounds Seven 
Shillings and Seven Pence-halfpenny sterling, being equivalent to a 
rating of One Farthing in the Pound on the net annual value of the 
property in all the Unions in Ireland, is required for the purposes of the 
Baid Act ; 
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Now therefore, in pursuance of the provisions of the said Act, We, 
the Local Government Board for Ireland, do hereby assess the said sum 
of Fourteen Thousand Six Hundred and Thirteen Pounds Seven Shillings 
and Seven Pence-halfpenny upon the several Unions in Ireland, in pro- 
portion to the net annual value of the property in each Union according 
to the valuation thereof now in force as follows ; that is to say, we 
assess upon each Union the amount set opposite to its name in the 
Schedule hereunto annexed.

Orders — Loans for Seed Potatoes. [App, A., I. 


No. 8. — Order extending the Time within which Applications 
for Loans might be made under the Seed Potatoes Supply 
(Ireland) Act, 1890, as amended by the Seed Potatoes Supply 
(Ireland) Act, 1891. 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the Unions named in the Schedule 
hereto ; to the Clerks of the said Unions ; to the Treasurers 
thereof ; and to all other Persons whom it may concern. 

Whereas, by Section 11 of the Seed Potatoes Supply (Ireland) Act, 
1890 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), it is enacted that 
the Local Government Board, with the consent of the Lord Lieutenant 
and the Treasury, may make general rules and regulations as regards, 
amongst other things, the time within which applications are to be made 
under the principal Act ; 

And whereas, by Section 1 of the Seed Potatoes Supply (Ireland) 
Act, 1891, it is enacted that that Act (hereinafter referred to as the 
amending Act) shall be read and construed as one with the principal 
Act ; 

And whereas, by Article 2 of a General Order under our Seal bearing 
date the Twenty-second day of December, 1890, We, the Local Govern- 
ment Board for Ireland, did prescribe that the time within which 
applications might be made to Us for loans under the principal Act 
should be not later than the 31st day of January, 1891, reserving power 
to ourselves to make any such further regulations in reference to any 
matter contained in that Order as we might thereafter deem fit : 1 

And whereas by General Orders under our Seal bearing date the 
Second day of February, 1891, the Twenty-first day of February, 1891, 
and the Tenth day of March, 1891, We did further make regulations in 
reference to the time within which applications might be made to Us 
for loans under the principal Act by the Guardians of the Poor of the 
Unions named in the Schedules to the said three last-mentioned Orders, 
respectively :

II.— CIRCULARS. 

No. 1.— Mode of dealing with Loans obtained under the Seed 
Potatoes Supply (Ireland) Act, 1890, in Union Accounts. 

Local Government Board, 

Dublin, 9th May, 1891. 

Sir, — A dverting to their circular letter of the 23rd of December last on 
the subject of the “ Seed Potatoes Supply (Ireland) Act, 1890,” the 
Local Government Board for Ireland desire to draw your attention, 
and that of the Board of Guardians, to the course which should be 
adopted in dealing with loans obtained under the Act, in the union 
accounts. 

Section 2 of the Act provides that a separate loan is to be made upon 
the security of the rates for each electoral division to which the 
guardians have decided to apply the provisions of the Act ; article 9 of 
the General Order of the Local Government Board of the 22nd 
December, 1890, directs that no part of a loan obtained for an electoral 
division may, under any circumstances, be applied to the use of another 
division, or be expended for any purpose or purposes other than those 
authorised by the Act; and section 5, sub-section 1, of the Act directs 
that the guardians shall, when required by the Local Government Board, 
repay to the Board of Works any portion of a loan not applied by them 
to the use of the electoral division for which it shall have been obtained 
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Care must be taken to keep the transactions in reference to seed 
loans clear and distinct in the union ledger until finally brought to 
charge against the electoral divisions. For this purpose it is desirable 
that two subsidiary accounts should be opened in the ledger, one of 
which may be termed “ The Seed Loan Account,” and the other “ The 
Seed Supply Account.” 

With regard to the former of these accounts the operations will be as 
follows : — When the loan is advanced debit “ Treasurer ” and credit 
“Seed Loan Account” with the amount of the loan. When any re- 
payment is made on account of the loan credit “Treasurer” and debit 
“Seed Loan Account.” The account will close at the end of each half 
year with the balance of the loan remaining due, and will balance when 
all the repayments shall have been made. 

The Seed Supply Account ” should be debited with all sums credited 
to the “ Treasurer ” as having been paid for seed, carriage, storage, and 
other legitimate expenditure connected with the supply of seed ; and 
should be credited with the sums, if any, received for seed paid for in 
cash, and with the abatement in respect thereof, and with the sums 
charged to the electoral divisions when an instalment of the loan is paid 
off. 1 

As the advances under “ The Seed Potatoes Supply (Ireland) Act, 
1890,” are of an exceptional and temporary character the Local 
Government Board do not think it desirable that the loans obtained 
thereunder should be credited to the electoral divisions as is done in 
the case of other loans. Upon the other hand the expenditure as 
shown in the “ Seed Supply Account ” need not be brought to charge ; 
this will be done in a more complete and satisfactory manner when 
dealing with the instalments of the loan as they aro paid off. 

A complication arises with regard to sales of seed paid for in cash. 
Sub-section 2 (e) of section 5 of the Act provides that an abatement of 
one-fifth shall be made in the price of all seed so paid for and that any 
loss occasioned thereby shall be charged on and paid out of the “ Church 
Temporalities Fund.” It should be borne in mind that the cash 
payments, if any, and the abatements resulting therefrom, are to be 
treated as payments in reduction of the loan, and must be dealt with 
accordingly in the accounts. 

Article 4 of the Board’s Order of the 22nd December, 1890, directs 
that all sums received in respect of cash payments under the 5th section 
as cited above shall be paid to the Board of W"orks by cheques for- 
warded on the day of meeting of the Board of Guardians next following 
the receipt of such sums j and it follows that all payments so made 
must necessarily pass through the union accounts. 

The Local Government Board do not think it desirable or necessary 
that the detailed particulars of the transactions under this part of 
section 5 should be entered in the union ledger. It will be sufficient 
they think, for the purposes of the Act, that an account should be 
opened for each electoral division outside the union ledger in a form 
similar to that prescribed by their order of the 22nd December last, 
Form I. The lodgments in respect of cash payments, and the re- 
mittances to the Board of Works on foot thereof, must of course pass 
through the Treasurer’s account, and these may be dealt with in the 
following manner : — 

Debit “ Treasurer ” and credit “ Seed Supply Account ” with all cash 
payments received in respect of sales of seed, setting out in the latter 
account the particulars in columnar form as regards each electoral 
division ; and on the other hand credit “Treasurer” and debit “Seed 
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Loan Account’’ -with the remittances to the Board of "Works, setting 
forth particulars as regards electoral divisions as shown in “ Seed 
Supply Account.” 

With regard to the abatement in the case of sales for cash payments, 
that also, as has been pointed out, must be treated as a reduction of the 
loan, and the amount, as set forth in the separate account suggested 
above, should be debited in conjunction with the remittances to the 
Board of Works to the Ci Seed Loan Account,” and the debits so made 
should be credited to the “ Seed Supply Account,” the particulars being 
set out in columnar form according to the electoral divisions interested. 

These operations will serve to clear the accounts of preliminary com- 
plications, and when the time arrives for paying off the first instalment 
of the loan the mode of procedure will be simply as follows : — 

I. Credit “ Treasurer ” and debit “ Seed Loan Account ” with 
the amounts so paid, and . 

II. Credit “Seed Supply Account” and debit the electoral 
divisions with the same amounts, taking care to charge each division 
with the precise amount paid on its behalf. Follow a si mil ar 
course when the second instalment falls due and the accounts will 
close. 

The Board deem it advisable that a special account should be opened 
outside the union ledger for each electoral division to which loans for 
seed supply have been advanced in which the division should be debited 
with the amount of the loan or loans made for seed supply, and credited 
on the other side with the sums, if any, refunded to the Board of Works 
on account of loans not expended; with all sums received for cash 
payments for seed, and -with the abatements in respect of such pay- 
ments ; and, finally, with the instalments repaid. 

It will be the duty of the Auditor in auditing the accounts of the 
union to see that the loan to each electoral division has been properly 
applied to the use of such division, and has been duly accounted for.

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to acquaint 
the Board of Guardians that their attention has been called to a Circular 
issued by the United States Government on the 3rd ult. with respect 
to immigration to that country. 

The Board enclose a copy of the Circular referred to, and they request 
that when applications are made to the Guardians to assist persons to 
emigrate to the United States by an expenditure of the Poor Rates, the 
Guardians shall carefully bear in mind the terms of the Circular, so 
that no assistance may be given to the emigration of persons belonging 
to any of the prohibited classes, especially “ paupers or persons likely to 
become a public charge.”

CIRCULAR. 

Immigration to the United States. 

189 1 . Treasury Department, 

Department No. 86. Office of the Secretary, 

Miscellaneous Division. Washington, D.C., 

June 3, 1891. 

To Steamship Companies and others : 

The attention of corporations and others engaged in bringing alien immi- 
grants into the United States is invited to the accompanying copy of the 
general laws of Congress designed to regulate immigration. It will be observed 
that the law, as amended March 3, 1891, prohibits the landing in the United 
States of the following classes of aliens : 

1. Idiots. 

2. Insane persons. 

3. Paupers, or persons likely to become a public charge. 

4. Persons suffering from a loathsome or a dangerous contagious disease. 

5. Persons who have been convicted of a felony or other infamous crime 

or misdemeanour involving moral turpitude, not including persons 
convicted of political offences only. 

6. Polygamists. 

7. Persons coming under contract to labour. 

All corporations and others bringing into the United States aliens falling 
within any of the prohibited classes are required by law, under heavy penalties, 
to return them, at their own cost, to the ports or countries whence they came, 
and this requirement holds good for one year after any such prohibited alien 
may have entered the United States. 

The evident disposition of many steamship lines, under the pressure of sharp 
competition, to gather up in Europe and bring to the United States all who, 
with or without the aid of others, can pay the now trifling cost of a steerage 
passage — regardless of their character or condition, and regardless of our laws — 
compels on the part of this Government a closer scrutiny, and the adoption of 
more comprehensive measures than have hitherto seemed necessary. 

While it is the purpose of the Government to enforce these statutes in their 
letter and spirit at every port of the United States and along the international 
boundaries, it is desired that as little discomfort and distress as possible result 
to persons affected by the immigration laws. With this view it is important 
that persons of the prohibited classes be prevented from leaving their homes 
and crossing the sea, only to be sent back on their arrival here. It is wrong 
that either the greed of some steamship companies, the mistaken kindness of 
friends, or the wish of many foreign communities to be rid of burdens 
properly theirs, should be permitted to result in this useless cruelty. So far as 
possible the sifting process should be applied at the beginning, not at the end, 
of the long journey. 

Much of this ’wholesome preventive work can be effectively done by the 
transportation companies, directly and through their local inland agents in 
Europe, and these companies must be aware that their own pecuniary interests, 
not less than the cause of humanity, will be best served in this way. 

The attention of steamship and other transportation companies is 
particularly called to the provision of law now in force, excluding “ persons 
likely to become a public charge.’’ Doubtful cases should be excluded from 
the passenger lists. 

Inasmuch as some steamship lines, in order to increase their carrying 
capacity, have recently disregarded the provisions of the laws of the United 
States requiring a certain allowance of cubic air space to each steerage 
passenger, notice is hereby given that hereafter more thorough inspections 
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■will be made of all steamships engaged In bringing immigrants to United 
States ports, and the penalty for violation of the law in this respect will be 
rigidly enlorced. 

In order to promote the objects of the immigration laws of the United 
States and avoid unnecessary hardships to aliens whom our laws exclude, the 
Secretary of the Treasury invites the co-operation of the several steamship 
lines, and all other interested parties, in carrying out a system of foreign 
inquiry that will facilitate the work of the Government officers. 

It is the duty of each transportation company engaged in bringing alien 
immigrants into the United States diligently to inquire whether any persons 
applying for passage probably come within the prohibited classes, and rigidly 
to exclude all such persons, 

The measure suggested is not designed to take the place of the inspection by 
the regular United States officials at the several ports of arrival, but is to be 
preliminary to, and in aid of, such inspection.

No. 7 . — Lunatics in Workhouses. 


Local Government Board, 

Dublin, 10th September, 1891. 

Sir, 

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to for- 
ward, for the information of the Board of Guardians, an extract from 
the 40th report of the Inspectors of Lunatics in Ireland referring to 
the condition of lunatics in workhouses : — 

“ Until legislation can be obtained we would suggest for the consideration of 
the Local Government Board as a means of immediate improvement ; — 

I. That in all cases paid officers should be made responsible for the 
care and treatment of lunatic inmates. 

II. That mechanical restraint should never be used except by the 
recorded direction of the medical officer, in whose charge strait- 
waistcoats and other instruments of restraint should be kept. 

III. That as far as possible separate day-room and dormitory accom- 
modation should be provided. 

IY. That every _ effort should be made to find employment for such 
insane patients as are able to work. There is no better employ- 
ment for men than spade labour, or than laundry work for 
women, and both of them might be provided in nearly all our 
workhouses. 

V. That the cells above referred to should be disused ”* 

The Local Government Board trust that these recommendations will 
receive the best attention of the Guardians.

The collection of the seed rate is a new duty cast on the collector, 
and was not contemplated when the existing bond was entered into, and 
the Board are advised that a new bond should be obtained from the 


collector and his sureties in every case where a seed rate has been made 
under the Acts mentioned, or is to be made in any division comprised 
in the collector’s district, as the Guardians would otherwise have no 
security for the due discharge of the collector’s duty in the collection of 
such rate.

No. 11. — Notice under Section 4 of the National School 
Teachers (Ireland) Act, 1875. 

Local Government Board, 

Dublin, 31st December, 1891. 

Sir,— I n pursuance of the 4th Section of “The National School 
Teachers (Ireland) Act, 1875,” the Local Government Board for Ireland 
transmit to you herewith, to be laid before the Board of Guardians of 
Union, the notice which they are required by that 
section to transmit, on or before the 1st day of January, to the Guardians 
of every Union which shall not at such time be a contributory union 
■within the meaning of the Act. 

The Notice now transmitted, as in the case of the notice which was 
transmitted on the 31st December, 1890, requires the Guardians within 
Forty days from the receipt thereof to inform the Local Government 
Board whether, for the purpose of increasing the remuneration of the 
teachers of National Schools within the Union, they are willing to make 
their Union a contributory union within the meaning of the Act, and 
the Guardians will observe therefore that by the present notice they are 
now called upon, in pursuance of the requirement of the Act, to decide 
whether they will become contributory for the year 1892 — 93, (that is 
for the year commencing on the 1st April next), and subsequent years, 
until the resolution to contribute be legally revoked. 

The Board forwarded with their circular of the 30th August, 1875, a 
copy of the Act, and of various other documents relating to this subject, 
and they desire to refer the Board of Guardians to that circular and the 
documents which accompanied it for any information which they may 
require before replying to the enclosed notice. 

The Board have to add that the Commissioners of National Education 
have furnished them with an estimate of the probable amount which 
will be payable by the Guardians of the several unions in results fees to 
teachers of National Schools within the respective unions for the year 
1892 — 93, and the liability which,, according to this estimate, the 
Guardians will incur by making their Union a contributory one is not 
expected to exceed £ 

In the event of the Guardians resolving to become a contributory 
union within the meaning of the Act, you should, immediately upon the 
passing of such resolution, forward a copy of the same signed by the 
Chairman as well as by yourself to the Commissioners of National

III.— CORRESPONDENCE, &c. 

No. 1. — Measures for Relief of Distress, 1S90-91. 

Report of the Local Government Board, dated the 1st of December, 
1891, addressed to the Under Secretary to His Excellency tho 
Lord Lieutenant. 

We desire to submit the following Report showing the part taken by 
our Department in dealing with the crisis which led to the relief 
opei'ations of last winter. 

The inquiries made by our Inspectors in the summer and autumn en- 
abled us at an early date to advise the Government as to the prospects 
of the poorer classes and the probable extent of the distress which was 
to be apprehended. At the same time we submitted a statement show- 
ing the various methods of relieving abnormal distress which had been 
adopted whenever occasion arose since 1848 ; and the Government, after 
considering and reviewing these different modes of relief and the 
resources of the existing law, intimated to us that they were of 
opinion that the ordinary poor law should not be relied upon to meet the 
crisis, inasmuch as to do so would entail undue hardship on the small 
landholders and would be productive of other consequences which it 
was desirable to avoid. 

The experience of 1881 and 1886 had pointed to the conclusion that 
it was inexpedient to entrust Boards of Guardians with extended 
powers or public funds for the relief of exceptional distress, and under 
these circumstances the Government determined to undertake the 
responsibility of organizing and carrying out measures for the relief of 
the people wherever we were satisfied that it was necessary to supple- 
ment the ordinary poor law. 

In the first instance, however, Government pointed out to us that by 
pressing forward the construction of the Light Railways which had 
been already approved of, they hoped that ample employment would be 
afforded to the poorer classes in the congested districts through which 
these lines would run, but where this source of employment was not 
available, and where we were of opinion that “ work was necessary 
for the subsistence of the people,” it was decided to open relief works 
under Government supervision and subject to restrictions to which we 
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will refer hereafter for small landholder's who were not eligible for out- 
door relief, who were willing to work and “ who might otherwise have 
to come into the workhouse.” 

The views and intentions of the Government in regard to these 
works having been communicated to us, we impressed on our Inspec- 
tors that these relief works were only intended for the class of persons 
whose distress was caused by the failure of the potato crop, and that the 
ordinary poor law should be left to deal with the normal poverty among 
labourers in villages and poor' persons not in occupation of land whose 
distress is usually a chronic condition from time to time during the 
winter months. 

It was seen, however, that there was another class of persons who 
were seriously affected by the loss of the potato crop, and for whom 
neither the existing poor laws nor the Government relief works would 
afford a means of relief, namely — the aged and infirm landholders and 
families which had no able-bodied member capable of working, and for 
the relief of this class a fund was inaugurated by the Lord Lieutenant and 
the late President of our Board, and administered by the police with 
the co-operation of our Inspectors and the Poor Law authorities. 

All classes of the poor were thus provided for, and although the 
means of relief were not in themselves sufficiently comprehensive and far- 
reaching to enable immediate assistance to be afforded to every case of des- 
titution as it arose, it was, nevertheless, felt that if these measures were 
properly supported by the exercise of the general powers possessed by 
Relieving Officers of 1 granting relief without restriction in all cases of 
emergency which might arise, ample security was afforded against the 
possibility of any cases of want being left e ven temporarily unprovided 
for. 

Primarily, therefore, the duty of our Board was to supervise the 
administration of the existing poor laws and to see that within the 
limits approved by Government, and so far as the resources of the 
Unions admitted, they were made to meet the distress. 

Secondarily, to watch closely the condition of the poorer classes in 
the distressed districts and to indicate to the Government the 
localities in which it was necessary to supplement the poor law and 
the other sources of employment by opening relief works. 

In short, the sufficiency of the relief arrangements and the appli- 
cation of public funds in the proper quarter were the matters for 
which our Board were responsible to the Government, and in view 
of these weighty responsibilities devolving upon us the Government 
authorized us to strengthen our staff by the appointment of seven 
additional Inspectors. 

This arrangement enabled us to reduce very considerably the areas 
of our Inspectors’ districts, so that each Inspector was in a position 
to attend regularly the meetings of the Boards of Guardians, to be 
in constant communication with the Relieving Officers, and to watch 
closely the condition of the poor in every part of his district. 

We caused the Boards of Guardians, where it was deemed necessary, 
to appoint additional Relieving Officers, and we instructed each 
Inspector to see that every Relieving Officer in his district was 
thoroughly acquainted ■with the nature and extent of his powers in 
regard to the destitute pool*, and that each of these officers was given 
clearly to understand that he should at once afford provisional relief 
wherever he considered that a necessity had arisen for such assistance. 
Our Inspectors further required the Relieving Officers to furnish each 
week reports as to the way in which their time was occupied from 
day to day, and in order that these officers might be in a position to 
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afford information with respect to the condition of the poor throughout 
their districts they were informed by the Inspectors that all reason- 
able and necessary expenditure incurred by them for bond fide 
travelling expenses would be recouped by Government. 

This arrangement was a most necessary and important one as it 
enabled the Inspectors to despatch the Relieving Officers to various 
parts of their districts at a moment’s notice whenever inquiry into 
the condition of the poor or the existence of alleged distress appeared 
to be necessary. 

The duty of determining the localities in which relief works were 
necessary was one which required the exercise of the utmost caution. 
The fact that public money was available for relief works led to a general 
outcry of distress in all parts of the West, and memorials pointing out the 
danger of postponing or refusing to open works were received from 
all quarters. Although the demand for relief works waned to a 
certain extent when it became known that the rate of payment was 
below the ordinary scale of wages in each district, the Inspectors had 
no more difficult task than that of diagnosing the distress and dis- 
criminating between the real and simulated destitution. It needed 
constant vigilance on their part to prevent a misapplication of Govern- 
ment money on the one hand, and on the other hand to secure that 
deserving persons were not left without relief. 

As a result of the Inspectors’ inquiries relief works were recom- 
mended by us and opened in the month of December in the Unions 
of Ballinrobe, Belmullet, Clifden, Oughterard and W estport. 

In the following month works were started in the Unions of Bantry, 
Castle! own, Galway, Glenties, Skibbereen and Skull, and in February 
in the Unions of Ballina, Clonakilty, Dunfanaghy, Kill ala and Sligo. 
In March works were instituted in the Unions of Castlebar and Swine- 
ford, and in May in the Kenmare Union. 

Later on, in the month of June, it was also found necessary to insti- 
tute works in the Unions of Kilrush, Boyle, Castlerea and Bawnboy. 

With the opening of relief works there was imposed on our Inspectors 
an equally if not more difficult and responsible task than that assigned to 
them in connection with the recommending of such works, viz., the 
selection of the persons to be employed. 

The following was the procedure usually adopted in the case of each 
work, with the exception of those in south-west Donegal to which par- 
ticular allusion will be made hereafter. 

The Inspector, when recommending relief works in any particular 
locality, was required to furnish with his report lists of persons whom, 
after careful inquiry, he considered to be in actual need of assistance at 
the period when the works were commenced. The cases of persons re- 
quiting employment at a later date were dealt with by supplementary lists. 
These supplementary lists were forwarded to the Government from 
time to time either by the Inspector himself in the first instance or else 
as the result of special inquiries made by him into applications for em- 
ployment made to the supervisors on the works and transmitted to 
Government through the District Inspector of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary. The form specially devised for these lists obliged the 
Inspector to procure information respecting the circumstances of every 
applicant for employment, and to furnish particulars as to his age, the 
number and ages of his family, the extent of his means and stock, and 
the number of persons in his family able to work. 

In making his recommendations in such cases the Inspector was 
directed to closely observe the rules framed by Government for regulating 
the employment of persons on relief works which prescribed, inter alia, 
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the rate of wages to be allowed, the conditions upon which more than 
one member of a family might be given work, and the circumstances 
under which employment might be afforded to boys and girls. 

The Inspector was further required to visit constantly the various 
works in progress in his district and strike off the working lists such 
persons as he found to be employed contrary to the provisions of these 
rules. 

The performance of this duty was a matter of considerable difficulty, as 
it often happened that persons who were absent through illness or other 
causes were personated by others who obtained employment for some 
days before the fraud was found out. 

We are happy to state that notwithstanding these difficulties it is 
generally conceded that the arrangements for employment on relief 
works were carried out in a satisfactory manner and with a minimum of 
abuse. 

The relief works in the county Donegal were conducted in a different 
manner from those in other parts of the country. 

These works were confined to the tract of country lying to the west 
of a line joining the small towns of Ardara and Killybegs in the Glenties 
Union, and a small work on Tory Island which is included in the Union 
of Dunfanaghy. 

Having regard to the limited area in which relief works were in 
progress our Inspector was in a position to exercise a more immediate 
control over the works in Glenties Union than he would have been had 
they been more general in his district, and it was not found necessary 
to employ police in connection with the works save in the capacity of 
paymasters, or to put in force the rules already alluded to for regulating 
employment thereon. 

The Tory Island relief work was however carried on, our Inspector 
reports, in a satisfactory manner under the management of Mr. Hill, 
the District Inspector of Royal Irish Constabulary at Dunfanaghy. 

While relief works were in progress we caused inquiries to be made 
with the view of ascertaining whether such works had interfered or 
were likely to interfere to any appreciable extent with the cutting and 
saving of turf, and also whether they had prevented persons who were in 
the habit of fishing from engaging in this pursuit as usual. The result 
of our investigations on these points showed that there were no grounds 
for believing that the turf supply had been affected by the relief opera- 
tions, and that the number of fishermen employed on relief works was, 
comparatively speaking, small. The names of these fishermen were 
struck eff the w r orking lists as soon as the fishing season commenced. 

It should be borne in mind, however, that special concessions were 
granted as regards the shortening of the working hours on the works to 
enable the people to cut and save their turf, and arrangements were 
likewise made to permit of their attending to the ordinary spring work 
on then’ holdings. 

The case of the Islands off the north-west, west, and south-west coast Islan,i3 - 
of Ireland was a, matter which it was felt called for special attention as 
the inhabitants might, it was feared, in consequence of tempestuous 
weather, be cut eff for considerable periods from communication with 
the mainland. 

To guard against any contingency of the kind the Government 
stationed gunboats and steamers at different points round the coast, and 
these vessels made weekly visits to the Islands, and thus a certain com- 
munication with the mainland was established and our Inspectors and 
the Relieving Officers had always at them disposal a means of visiting 
or sending supplies to the Islands in case of necessity. 

I 2 
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Our Inspectors were at the same time directed to make close inquiries 
as to the population of the Islands, their distance from the mainland 
and the ordinary means of communication therewith, the circumstances 
of the Islanders and the existing arrangements for affording them poor 
relief. They were also required to ascertain in what Islands there 
were traders, how the people provided themselves with necessaries 
where there were no traders, whether the traders were persons of means 
who could lay in a sufficient supply of food stuffs to meet any 
emergency, and the probable amount of meal which would have to 
be imported during the period from November to March to meet the 
estimated failure of the potato crop. An estimate was also called for 
of the quantity of meal that would be required to support the population 
for a month if no potatoes were available, of the amount of food 
usually kept in each island at the time of year, together with particulars 
as to the facilities which existed for storing meal, and a general estimate 
(so far as it could be formed) of the amount of food stuff on each 
Island at the date of the inquiry. 

The Inspectors were subsequently requested to specify the instances 
in which they considered that assistance should be afforded to the 
Islanders by the opening of relief works either in the Islands themselves 
or on the mainland adjoining. 

Relief works were ultimately started in some of these islands, or in 
the immediate neighbourhood on the mainland. 

The only Islands, we believe, in which a supply of meal was stored 
were Tnislimurray Island in the Union of Sligo, and the Islands of Clare, 
Inisturk, and Iniskea in "Westport Union. 

Scarcity of Representations having been made to us that distress arising from a 
fuel. scarcity of fuel was likely to prevail during the winter and spring in 
certain localities, we addressed a letter to the Boards of Guardians 
of the several Unions (sixteen in number) authorizing them, in antici- 
pation of legislation on the subject, to afford, for a limited period, relief 
in fuel to poor persons whose health might be seriously imperilled by 
their inability to procure fuel for themselves. Relief in fuel was not, 
however, given by any of the Boards of Guardians addressed, and the 
necessity for the proposed legislation did not therefore arise. 

We annex a memorandum which refers in detail to the various steps 
taken in connection with the working of the Seed Supply Acts of 1890 
and 1891, because the local administration of the Seed Supply Act of 
1880 was characterised by many abuses which had to be specially guarded 
against in carrying into effect the recent measures, and we think that 
a full description of the precautions taken with respect to the later 
enactments may prove useful in the event of any future legislation of a 
similar nature. 

Concludin "W e have now alluded to the various measures which were comprised 
remarks, in the general scheme adopted by the Government to meet the crisis 
caused by the distress of last year in so far as it affected the several 
classes described in this report, and there is no doubt that in point of 
efficiency and economy these measures compared favourably with any 
which had been hitherto adopted to meet exceptional distress, and that 
the wants of the destitute poor were fully provided for. 

In some isolated instances, indeed, it was alleged that deaths had 
taken place from starvation, but in each of these cases we caused a 
searching inquiry to be held by a general and a medical Inspector of 
our Board, jointly, and in no instance was it shown that there was any 
foundation for the assertion that the death had been caused by want of 
proper food or nourishment. 


Seed 

Supply 

Acts. 
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We have in the foregoing pages fully described the part taken by 
our department in connection with the distress of last year, and should 
further details be required on any point relating to this matter they 
can be duly furnished. 

We have not included in this statement any statistics as to the 
number of persons afforded relief by public works or the amount of 
money expended thereon as this information can be more accurately 
given by your department under the direction of which the relief 
operations were carried out. 


Memorandum as to Seed. 

The measures described in the foregoing report proved sufficient to 
meet the distress immediately resulting from the failure of the potato 
crop m the western and south-western districts of Ireland, and steps 
were then taken by the Government to provide against the more remote 
consequences of the failure— the want of seed potatoes for the crop of 
the following year. 1 

With that view the Seed Potatoes Supply Act was introduced into 
Parliament on the 4th of December, 1890, and became law on the 9th 
of the same month. 

By this Act the Board of Works, with the consent of the Treasury, 
were authorized to advance money to Boards of Guardians for the 
use of any electoral division of a .union, provided that we were 
satisfied that the occupiers of land in that division were generally 
unable through poverty and the extent of the failure of the potato crop 
to procure an adequate supply of seed potatoes, and that we approved 
of such loan being made. The loan should be expended on the purchase 
ot seed potatoes for sale to the following classes of persons, viz. : — (a) 
occupiers of land valued at not more than £15 per annum, to each of 
whom a quantity not exceeding 12 cwt. might be sold : and ( b ) 
those cultivators generally known as “con-acre” tenants, to each of 
whom a quantity not exceeding fl cwt. might be sold. In the case 
oi this latter class it was provided that no sale should be made 
except upon the application of the tenant or occupying owner 
of the land, and upon his agreeing to pay the price of the seed. 

the loans were made to the guardians without interest, which 
however is to be paid to the Board of Works out of the Irish Church 
I emporalities Fund. It is provided that the sums due to the guardians 
by purchasers of seed shall be repaid in two annual instalments, to be 
levied by means of a rate, the first being payable with the first ordinary 
poor rate which shall be made subsequently to the 1st of August 
next, and the first repayment to the Board of Works on account of the 
sums a(1 ™ n i e ^ ty them, is to be made by the guardians on the 1st 
, TIle Act furt her provided that an abatement of one- 
fifth should oe made in the price of all seed paid for by the purchasers 
m cash, and the loss caused thereby is to be borne by the Irish Church 
temporalities Fund. 

With the object of preventing a recurrence of the abuses which 
took place m the administration of the Seed Supply Act, 1880. power 
was given to us to make, with the consent of His Excellency, the Lord 
Lieutenant, and of the Treasury, general rules and regulations for the 
purpose of carrying the Act into effect, and His Excellency, on our 
application, was enabled with the consent of the Treasuiy to appoint 
officers of the Land Commission or other persons as Inspectors to assist 
e guai chans in the purchase of seed, and in al] arrangements for its 
inspection, storage, and distribution ; furthermore, power was given to 
tne Inspectors so appointed to issue regulations for these purposes. 
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During the present year the Government deemed it advisable to 
introduce a Bill to amend the Act of 1890. This Bill, which received 
the Royal Assent on the 26th of March last, repealed the provision of 
that Act which made it a condition that the tenant or occupying owner 
should apply for the seed required by the cultivator holding from him 
in con-acre and agree to pay the price of such seed, and enacted that it 
should be lawful for the guardians to obtain such security as thej 
might think sufficient for the payment of the price of the seed sold to 
this class of cultivators. 

On the 23rd of December last we addressed a circular letter to each 
Board of Guardians in Ireland, forwarding a General Order made by 
us on the 22nd of that month, prescribing rules and regulations under 
the Act of 1890, together with a memorandum prepared by the 
Irish Government, giving information as to the varieties of potatoes 
known to be suitable for this country. By the Order referred to, the 
31st of January was fixed as the latest date on which applications for 
loans were to be made to us, but we found it necessary to issue supple- 
mental Orders extending in certain cases the time for applying, and, 
finally, on the passing of the Seed Potatoes Supply Act, 1891, we 
further extended, by an Order of the 26th of March, the time to the 
15th of April, so as to enable every union in Ireland to obtain the 
benefit of that enactment. 

Twenty-four Inspectors were appointed in pursuance of the Seed 
Supply Act, 1890, co two of whom were assigned the duties of general 
administration, and to four the duties of special and port inspection, while 
the remaining eighteen, acting as local Inspectors, assisted the several 
Boards of Guardians. On the 8th of J anuary the Inspectors issued regu- 
lations in regard to the purchase and inspection of seed potatoes, and 
further regulations were made by them from time to time in respect of the 
inspection, storage, and distribution of seed and other similar matters. 

The General Order of the 22nd of December, 1890, prescribed the 
procedure to be adopted by Boards of Guardians in case they deemed 
it advisable to avail themselves of the provisions of the Seed Potatoes 
Supply Act, 1890. 

A special meeting of the guardians was to be summoned by the 
Clerk for the day of ordinary meeting next following the receipt of the 
Order to consider whether there was in the union any electoral division 
in which the occupiers of land were generally unable through poverty 
and the extent of the failure of the potato crop to procure an adequate 
supply of seed potatoes. If the guardians considered that there was any 
electoral division in which the occupiers of land were so situated, they 
were to pass a resolution to that effect, and of their intention to apply 
for a loan for the use of the divisions concerned. The Clerk of the 
Union was thereupon to issue a notice to each guardian of the meeting 
at which it was proposed to apply for a loan, and to publish notices 
informing occupiers and cultivators of the contemplated action of the 
guardians, and of the persons to whom application should be made by 
those who required seed. The Clerk was also to supply the guardians of 
the electoral divisions (or the Relieving Officer in the event of a guar- 
dian being unable or unwilling to act) with requisition forms in which 
the names and other particulars respecting the persons wishing to pur- 
chase seed should be inserted, the necessary guarantees having been 
given by the tenants or occupying owners in the case of cultivators. 

At a meeting held a fortnight after the first meeting these lists were 
brought before the guardians, and a resolution adopted applying for a 
loan, the amount of which was based on the number of applicants and 
the price of the seed. 
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The application to ns for a loan was accompanied by lists, according 
to electoral divisions, of the persons to whom the guardians proposed 
to sell the seed, giving where possible the valuation of the holding 
of each applicant, the amount of seed to be sold to him, his number in 
the rate-book, and the townland in which his holding was situated. 
These lists should be signed by the guardian of the division, the 
Clerk of the Union, and the Rate Collector or Relieving Oiiicer of the 
district. 

# An estimate was also required by us showing, according to electoral 
divisions, the sum which the guardians proposed to borrow, the number 
of applicants, and the quantity and kind of potatoes required. 

On the receipt of the applications for loans, if we were satisfied that 
the condition of the union, or part of the union, was such as to render 
necessary the putting in force of the provisions of the Act, and if, on 
investigation, it was found that the preliminaries prescribed had been 
carried out and that the several particulars appeared to be primd facie. 
correct, then the applications were submitted by us for the seed 
Inspectors’ approval. 

If the Inspectors, after examination of the estimate, approved of the 
loan, we recommended it to the Board of Works and notified the fact 
to the guardians who made the application. 

The guardians were also required, by the Inspectors’ Regulations, to 
advertise for tenders for the supply of seed in a certain form, and to 
submit the tenders accepted by them to the Inspectors, through us, for 
approval. It was required that each tender should state the varieties 
and quantities of potato seed proposed to be supplied ; the place in 
which they were grown ; that they were true to kind and free from 
disease ; to be delivered in good and sound condition ; and to be dressed 
or hand picked to pass over 1^-inch riddle. . . 

When the seed was purchased by the guardians it was inspected by 
the Inspectors at the place of delivery, and, if possible, before transport 
or shipment. If the seed was not rejected, it was distributed from the 
local depots to the purchasers on the days previously notified to them 
by the Clerk of the Union, and an acknowledgment was received from 
each of the receipt of the seed, indorsed by the collector, relieving 
officer, or guardian, that he knew the person to whom the seed was 
delivered. 

Immediately after the seed had been distributed the guardians were 
required to publish lists showing the persons to whom the seed had 
been supplied in the several electoral divisions. 

All sums received by the guardians as the price of seed paid for in 
cash were to be remitted to the Board of Works by cheque forwarded 
on the day of the ordinary meeting of the guardians next following the 
receipt of such sums, together with an account of the amounts included 
in the cheque. 

These necessary regulations and the numerous questions addressed 
to us relative to the Seed Potatoes Supply Acts, and the matters con- 
nected with their operation, entailed a large amount of correspondence 
on us, and we were obliged to use the greatest expedition in dealing 
with the several cases owing to the limited time at our disposal. 

We approved of loans to the amount of £282,830 in the aggregate 
being advanced under the Acts to the guardians of 111 unions. In 
many instances, however, the guardians either did not expend the 
amount sanctioned for the use of an electoral division, or else exceeded 
the amount so allowed ; and returns have been called for showing the 
exact sum due to the Commissioners of Public Works by each qI' the 
unions in question.

No. S. — Report of Mr. A. Boubke, Local Government Inspector, 
on the District School at Trim. 


13th May, 1892. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to report that I inspected the Trim 
District School on the 31st of last March, and beg to submit the follow- 
ing remarks for your information. 

As you are aware, this school district was formed in accordance with 
the powers conferred on the Local Government Board by the provisions 
contained in the 2nd section of the 11 and 12 Vic., cap. 25, of combin- 
ing any two or more unions in Ireland for the maintenance and edu- 
cation of children being inmates of the workhouses of such unions, 
respectively ; and part of the disused bridewell at Trim was obtained 
from the General Prisons Board for Ireland in order to provide the 
necessary accommodation, <fcc. The unions which combined to form the 
joint school are Drogheda, Dunshaughlin, Kells, Haven and Trim. 
The distances of these unions from the Trim school are — Drogheda, 
twenty miles ; Dunshaughlin, twelve miles ; Kavan, nine miles ; Kells, 
fourteen miles. The school is under the control of a Board of Manage- 
ment which consists of thirty-four members, three of whom fornf a 
quorum, elected by each of the above-mentioned unions on the day upon 
which the annual election of officers takes place in each union. The 
number of representatives returned as members of the Board of Manage- 
ment by the different unions is as follows : — Drogheda, eight ; Trim, 
seven; V av an, six; Kells, six; Dunshaughlin, seven, the chairman of 
each Board of Guardians being included in the above numbers. The 
clerk of the Trim Union acts as clerk to the Board of Management, and 
monthly meetings are held at the schoolhouse, Trim, and quarterly 
meetings at the Kavan Workhouse. There is usually a good attendance 
of guardians, but the expense involved to those coming from the 
outlying unions is heavy, and the Chief Secretary has, at the instance 
of the joint Board, introduced a Bill authorizing the payment of the 
expenses incurred by members in attending the meetings of the joint 
Board ; when this Bill becomes law a very full attendance may be anti- 
cipated. The combined unions have to contribute to the support of the 
school iu proportion to the number of children maintained in the 
school and chargeable to each union, and the clerk to the Board of 
Management prepares an estimate half yearly, assessing upon the 
different unions the amounts they have to pay. The cost of mainte- 
nance of each child is borne by the electoral division of the union to 
which such child belongs, or the union at large. The average cost for 
maintenance and clothing for the half year ended 29th September, 1891, 
was 3s. Id., and for the half year ended 25th March, 1892, 5s. llfd. 
The influenza epidemic affected the latter half-year’s expenditure. In 
order to provide the funds necessary for the initial expenditure incurred 
in starting the school, the Board of Management, with the consent of 
your Board, obtained a loan in the shape of an overdraft of £3,000 from 
the Ulster Bank, upon which they have to pay interest at 5 per cent. 
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per annum j up to the present they have made no effort to repay any 
part of this capital sum, and it would be advisable for them, when 
making their next estimate, to make provision for repaying some part 
of the loan at all events. At the date of my inspection, there were 
192 children on the books, made up as follows ; — 

Boys above the age of 9 years, and up to 16 years, 86 
Girls „ n t 77 

Children of both sexes from 5 years to 9 years, . 29 

Total, . , .192 

The Boards of Guardians do not send children to the joint school 
until they are five years old, nor do they send the children of tramps 
or other persons who are not likely to remain in the workhouses for 
some time. 

The male side of the school is in charge of a superintendent who is a 
classed teacher under the Board of National Education, and he is re- 
sponsible for the maintenance of the discipline and general control of 
the whole establishment, and has to keep books similar to those kept by 
the master of a workhouse ; he also has to teach the boys, and is assis- 
ted by two other classed teachers, one permanent and the other tem- 
porary. In addition to these three officers there are also employed the 
following paid tradesmen for superintending industrial employment and 
instruction : — one tailor, one shoemaker, one carpenter, one baker, and 
the porter of the establishment acts as agriculturist, and superintends 
the work of the boys engaged in tilling the land (about three acres) 
around the school buildings. At the date of my inspection there were 
seventy-two boys on the school rolls, and in addition fourteen boys 
whose names were not on the roll as they are engaged at work all 
day, but attend night school ; there were also employed during certain 
hours of the day eleven boys tailoring, thirteen shoemaking, fourteen 
working with the carpenter, and twelve with the baker. The boys 
appear to enjoy the industrial training very much, and very creditable 
workhasbeen turned out by all the workshops, especially by thecarpenters 
and shoemakers, and great encouragement has been given, both to 
instructors and pupils, by the action of the Trim Board of Guardians, 
who have lately accepted tenders from the joint school for the annual 
supply to the Trim workhouse of clothing, shoes, and bread. In addition, 
all the clothing required in the school is made on the premises, also the 
boots, and all the bread for the establishment is baked by the boys 
under the superintendence of the baker. 

The female side of the school is in charge of a matron who is a nun, 
assisted by two schoolmistresses also nuns, a lay schoolmistress and 
a dressmaker ; also a cook and laundress combined. The schoolgirls 
do a great deal of needlework, and make all their own clothes, &c. ° At 
the date of my visit there were forty-nine girls receiving instructions in 
sewing, knitting, washing, cooking, and general housework. The 
children, both male and female, appear to be happy, well fed, and well 
clothed.. .There is a chapel attached to the institution, and the moral 
and religious training of the children appears to be carefully looked 
after. Discipline is well maintained, and the officers all appear anxious 
to do their utmost to add to the comfort and well-being of those under 
their charge.

There is one great drawback in connection with the school buildings 
and that is the inadequate hospital accommodation which was greatly 
felt during the late epidemic of influenza. The Board of Management 
have, however, considerable improvements and alterations under their 
consideration, and I think when they are carried out it will be possible 
to somewhat increase the accommodation for the sick. 

The yards and grounds attached to the school buildings, which are 
maintained in a good state of repair, are being gradually got into good 
order, and considerable improvements have been made in ventilating 
some of the apartments deficient in that respect. 

The Chaplain, Medical Officer, and all the other officers of the 
establishment appear to attend punctually and carefully to their 
duties. Several members of the Board of Management attend the 
meetings of the Board most regularly, and also frequently visit the 
school, exercising constant supervision over the expenditure and evincing 
great interest in the working of the institution. I think that anyone 
seeing the children at the Trim joint school and comparing them with 
the ordinary workhouse children cannot but form the opinion that 
their removal from the associations and surroundings of a workhouse 
must conduce to their physical and moral welfare and make them when 
they go out into the world more likely to turn out useful members of 
the general community.

I. — ORDERS. 

General Order prescribing Form of Contract and Bond for the 
supply of Drugs, Medicines, and Medical and Surgical Appliances. 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in the 
Schedule hereunto annexed, and the Clerk# thereof ; to the Com- 
mittees of Management of Dispensary Districts therein ; to the 
Officers of such Districts, and to all others whom it may concern. 

Whereas by our General Order made on the 20th day of January, 
1888, We did order that in making Contracts for the supply of Drugs, 
Medicines, and Medical and Surgical Appliances for the use of a Dis- 
pensary in any Union in Ireland, the Board of Guardians of such Union 
should adopt and make use of the Form of Contract set forth in the said 
Order, and that the person or persons so contracting should be required 
to enter with two Sureties, approved of by such Guardians, into a Bond, 
according to the Form of Bond annexed to the said Form of Contract, 
in such penal sum as the Board of Guardians should think fit, conditioned 
for the due performance of the Contract : 

And Whereas, We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, deem 
it expedient to rescind our said General Order and to make this General 
Order in substitution thereof : 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers vested in us, We, the Local 
Government Board for Ireland, do ^hereby rescind our said General 
Order of the 20th day of January, 1888, and all other rules and orders 
hitherto made by us, or by the Commissioners for administering the laws 
for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, which prescribe the forms of such 
Contracts ; and we do hereby order and prescribe that in making all 
such Contracts as are mentioned in our said General Order of the 20th 
day of January, 1888, the Guardian# of the Poor of each Union shall 
henceforth adopt and use the Form of Contract hereinafter set forth : 

And We do hereby further order and direct that the person or persons 
so. contracting with such Guardians shall in all cases be required to enter,

such place or places in the said Union, at such times, and in such manner as the 
said Guardians, or their Clerk, or other Officer of the said Union duly authorised

Tickets for Medical Relief. 

Local Government Board, 
Dublin, 31st August, 1878. 

Sir, 

The attention of the Local Government Board for Ireland has been drawn 
to irregularities,, which are stated to be of frequent occurrence, in the issue of 
Tickets for Medical Relief under the provisions of the Irish Medical Charities 
Act. These irregularities are stated to be as follows : — 

1. A practice on the part of persons who are legally authorized to issue 

Tickets for Medical Relief of signing blank Medical Relief Tickets 
“ en bloc," leaving them to be filled up and issued by other persons. 

2. The issue of Tickets for Medical Relief for persons who cannot fairly be 

considered to be “ poor persons" within the meaning of that term as used 
in the 9th section of the Medical Charities Act. 

In regard to the first of these irregularities, there can be no doubt that tho 
practice is not only contrary to the Dispensary Regulations, in regard to the issue 
°f Tickets for .Medical Relief, but is also at variance with the provisions of tho 
Medical Charities Act, the 9th section of which empowers certain persons, 
therein described, to afford Medical Relief by Tickets addressed to the Medical 
Officer, but does not contain any provision authorizing the persons empowered 
to issue Tickets to delegate that power to other persons. 

In regard to the class of persons to whom Tickets for Medical Relief may be 
issued, the Medical Charities Act has, no doubt, placed the responsibility of 
determining whether an applicant for Medical Relief is or is not a “ poor per- 
son ” within the meaning of the Act, upon the persons who are authorized to 
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afford such relief at their discretion, but it is obvious that that discretion outfit 
to be exercised so as to prevent, as far as possible, the abuse complained C of, 
thereby charging.upon the Rates the cost of Medical Relief, which ought to bo’ 
borne by the patient or his friends, and burthening the Medical Officer with 
the duty of affording gratuitous medical aid to persons for whose benefit the 
provisions of the Medical Charities Act Avere not intended by the Legislature. 

The Board have thought it right to bring this subject under the consideration 
of the Dispensary Committee, in the hope that they will, by every means within 
their power, discourage the abuses referred to. 

The Board desire to add in reference to this subject that they have sometimes 
received communications from members of Dispensary Committees and others, 
evincing a desire to establish a system by which Tickets for Medical Relief 
might be issued subject to the payment of a regulated scale of fees for persons 
who, though not strictly “ poor persons,” could not afford to pay the usual fees 
charged for medical attendance. Such a system, however, would not be in 
accordance with the provisions of the Medical Charities Act, and could not be 
nuide compulsory upon the Medical Officer ; but the Board think that the 
existence of such a desire shows that, to some extent, the abuse complained of 
may be traced to the scale of fees charged to private patients, and that it might 
be deserving of consideration whether some arrangement might not be made by 
which such fees would be graduated in some way in accordance with the cir- 
cumstances of the patients.

No. 3. — Committees of Management of Dispensary 
Districts.

The Local Government Board for Ireland desire to call your attention 
to the circular of the Poor Law Commissioners dated the 21st of March, 
1862, relating to the annual appointment of dispensary committees and 
wardens, and to the extracts from previous circulars appended thereto, 
and they request that you will take the necessary steps, as pointed out 
in the circular referred to, to place before the Board of Guardians, 
after the annual election of guardians, a correct list of the members 
of the Board entitled under section 7 of the Medical Charities Act 
(14 and 15 Vic., cap. 68) to be members of the respective dispensary 
committees in the union. The Guardians should then, in each case in 
which it may be necessary to do so, elect a sufficient number of rate- 
payers possessing the qualifications prescribed by the section mentioned, 
so that the number of members of each committee shall amount to the 
number authorised by sealed Order. 

This ought to be done by resolution and recorded on the minutes. 

If it should appear from the Returning Officer’s return of the election 
that there are any vacancies in the office of guardian, the Board of 
Guardians should elect only such a number of qualified ratepayers to 
serve on the dispensary committees as would be necessary if the number 
of guardians were complete, so that the persons who may be returned 
to supply the vacancies may become members of the respective com- 
mittees upon which they may be qualified and entitled to act. 

As soon as the committee shall have been completed for any dispen- 
sary district, you should give notice to each member thereof of the day 
upon which the election of chairman and vice-chairman and other 
honorary officers for the year will take place in accordance with articles 
6 and 7 of the Dispensary Regulations of 3rd November, 1885. 

The Board enclose three copies of a form for a return of officers of 
the several dispensary committees in the union to enable you to make 
the return in duplicate to this office and to retain a copy for the use of 
the Board of Guardians, and they request that you will procure the 
necessary information with the least possible delay and then forward 
the reburn to this office.

i. ORDER. 

General Order prescribing Regulations relative to the issue 
of Stock by Urban Sanitary Authorities. 

Public Health Acts Amendment Act, 1890. 

(53 & 54 : Vic., c. 59, s. 52). 

Regulations as to issue of Stock. 

WnEREAS by Part V. of the Public Health Acts Amendment Act, 1890, 
as applied to Ireland, it is enacted that : — 

Where any urban sanitary authority in Ireland has, for the time 
being, either in its capacity as urban authority or in any other 
capacity, any power to borrow money, it may, with the consent of 
the Local Government Board for Ireland, exercise such power by 
the creation of stock to be created, issued, transferred, dealt with 
and redeemed in such manner and in accordance with such re- 
gulations as the Local Government Board for Ireland may from 
time to time prescribe ; 

Without prejudice to the generality of the above power, such 
regulations may provide for the discharge of any loan raised by 
such stock, and in the case of consolidation of debt for extendic." 
or varying the times within which loans may be discharged, and 
may provide for the consent of limited owners and for the appli- 
cation of the Acts relating to stamp duties and to cheques, and for 
the disposal of unclaimed dividends, and may apply for the purposes 
of this section, with or without modifications, any enactments of 
any Act relating to stock issued by the corporation of any municipal 
borough ; 

Such regulations shall be laid before each House of Parliament 
for not less than thirty days during which such House sits, and if 
either House during such thirty days resolves that such regulations 
ought not to be proceeded with, the same shall be of no effect, 
without prejudice, nevertheless, to the making of further regula- 
tions ; 

If no such resolution is passed, it shall be lawful for the Lord 
lieutenant by order made by and with the advice of the Privy 
Council to confirm such regulations, and the same when so con- 
firmed shall be deemed to have been duly made and to be within 
the powers of this Act, and shall be of the same force as if they 
were enacted in this Act. 

And whereas it is provided by the said Act that Part V. thereof 41 & 42 
may be adopted by any urban sanitary authority under the Public Vic., c. 52 
Health (Ireland) Act, 1878 : 

. A 1 * 0 whereas We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, deem 
it expedient to make regulations as regards the matters aforesaid : 
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Now therefore We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, do 
hereby order and prescribe as follows : — 

The regulations hereinafter contained shall, from and after the con 
firmation thereof as aforesaid, apply to the creation, issue, transfer, and 
redemption of, and other dealings with, any stock which any urban 
sanitary authority (having adopted the said part of the said Act), either 
in that or in any other capacity, create with our consent under these 
regulations, in exercise of any statutory borrowing power as defined in 
Article 1.

Preliminary. 

Article 1. — In these Regulations — 

“The Board” means the Local Government Board for Ireland. 

“ Bank ” means the Governor and Company of the Bank of 
Ireland, the Provincial Bank of Ireland, Limited, the 
Hibernian Bank, Limited, the Royal Bank of Ireland, 
Limited, the National Bank, Limited, the Northern Bank- 
ing Company, Limited, the Belfast Banking Company, 
Limited, the Ulster Bank, Limited, or the Munster and 
Leinster Bank, Limited. 

“ Urban Authority ” means an urban sanitary authority under 
the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, exercising under 
these regulations with the consent of the Board the power 
of borrowing by the creation of stock. 

“ District ” means the district under the control of the urban 
authority. 

“ Clerk ” means the clerk or secretary to the urban authority. 

“Rate” means a rate, the proceeds of which are applicable to 
public local purposes and leviable on the basis of a valuation 
ascertained under the Acts relating to the valuation of 
rateable property in Ireland, and also includes rents and 
charges for supply of water, gas, or electricity, or for the 
hire of meters or stoves and fittings connected therewith. 

“Stock,” unless the context otherwise requires, means stock 
created by the urban authority under these regulations. 

“ Statutory Declaration ” means a declaration made by virtue of 
the Statutory Declarations Act, 1835. 

“ Person ” includes, unless the contrary intention appears, any 
body of persons corporate or unincorporate. 

“High Court” means Her Majesty’s High Court of Justice in 
Ireland. 

“British Islands” means the United Kingdom, the ^Channel 
Islands, and the Isle of Man. 

“Statutory Borrowing Power ” means any power (whether or 
not coupled with a duty) of borrowing, or continuing on 
loan or re-borrowing money, or of redeeming or paying off, 
or creating or continuing payment of or in respect of any 
annuity, rentcharge, rent or other security representing or 
granted in lieu of consideration money, for the time being 
existing under any Act of Parliament, public or local, passed 
or to be passed, or under any Provisional Order confirmed 
by Act of Parliament passed or to be passed, or under these 
regulations, or under any order or sanction of any Govern- 
ment department made or given, or to be made or given, by 
authority of any Act of Parliament passed or to be passed. 

“ Statutory Security ” means any security in which trustees are 
for the time being, by or under any Act of Parliament 
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passed or to be passed, authorised to invest trust money, 
and any other mortgage, bond, debenture, stock, annuity, 
rentcharge, rent or other security authorised by or under 
any Act of Parliament passed or to be passed, or under tho 
regulations from time to time issued by the Local Govern- 
ment Board and confirmed by Her Majesty by Order in 53 54 

Council in pursuance of section 52 of the Public Health Vic., c. 59 ; 
Acts Amendment Act, 1890, or under these regulations, of 38 & 39 
any local authority as defined by section 34 of the Local Jfy ^ 2 83; 
Loans Act, 1875, or of any urban sanitary authority under vie., c. 52 
the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, except securities 
payable to bearer, but under no circumstances shall any 
security of any urban authority acting under these regu- 
lations be deemed a statutory security for the purpose of 
exercising its own powers thereunder. 

“ Interest ” includes instalments of an annuity, and half-yearly 
or other payments ot or in respect of a rentcharge, rent, or 
other security. 

“ Revenues ” of the urban authority includes the revenues of the 
urban authority from time to time arising from any land, 
undertakings, and other property for the time being of the 
urban authority, and rates and other funds leviable and 
established by the urban authority. 

Creation and Charge of Stock. 

Article 2. — (1.) Where the urban authority have for the time being Creation of 
any statutory borrowing power, and the Board have by order (herein- Stock, 
after called the Consent Order) consented to the exercise of such power 
by the creation of stock, then, subject and according to the provisions of 
these regulations and of the consent order, the urban authority may 
from time to time, by resolution, exercise the power bv creation of 
redeemable stock, to be from time to time issued for such amount within 
the limit of the power, at such price, being not lower than ninety-five 
per centum, to bear such half yearly or other fixed dividend or rate of 
interest not exceeding £4 per centum per annum unless with the 
consent of the Board, and to be so transferable, that is to say, in books 
or by deed, as the urban authority by the resolution direct : Provided 
that, subject to any regulations which the Board may make amending 
these regulations, all stock at any time and from time to time so created 
shall be created on and subject to such terms and conditions as that 
the same shall form one and the same class of stock, bearing one and 
the same rate of dividend, and shall become redeemable as herein- 
after provided after the expiration of the same period from the first 
creation of the stock. 

(2.) No resolution for the creation of stock shall be operative unless 
such resolution shall have been adopted by an absolute majority of the 
members of the urban authority at a meeting specially convened for the 
purpose, to be held after ten clear days’ notice by public advertisement 
of such meeting and of the purpose of such meeting in some newspaper 
published or circulating in the district, such notice to be in addition to 
the ordinary notices required for the summoning of such meeting, and 
unless such resolution shall have been published twice in some news- 
paper or newspapers circulating in the district. 

(3.) All stock at any time and from time to time so created shall 
rank equally without any priority or preference by reason of any pre 
cedepce ip the date of any statutory borrowing power, or in the date of 
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creation of any portion of stock, or in the date of issue of any portion 
of stock, or on any other ground whatsoever, and shall (unless otherwise 
expressed in the resolution for creation of the stock) also rank equally 
with all other securities of the urban authority created or granted in 
pursuance of any statutory borrowing power at any time after the dato 
of the first creation of any stock. 

(4.) No stock shall be issued for a nominal amount of less than 
ten pounds, but stock may be issued for any nominal amount 
exceeding ten pounds. 

(5.) After the expiration of such a period from the creation of the 
stock as the Board shall fix by the consent order, the stock shall be 
redeemable at par, at the option of the urban authority, and, within 
such a period from the first creation of the stock as the Board shall fix 
by the consent order, the whole of the stock shall be redeemed or pur- 
chased and extinguished. 

(6.) Each resolution for creation of stock shall specify after what 
period the stock thereby created is redeemable at par, and within whafc 
period the stock is to be redeemed or purchased and extinguished. 

(7.) The stock shall be designated by such name as the urban 
authority in the resolution for the creation of the stock shall, with the 
approval of the Board, determine. 

Borrowing Article 3. — The consent order of the Board to the exercise of any 
power to be statutory borrowing power of the urban authority by the creation of 
fo^tlie^* 0 s ^ oc ^ shall be construed to authorise the urban authority to create 
actual s um such an amount of stock and from time to time to issue such nominal 
raisable, amounts thereof as in the aggregate will, according to the price of 
issue, produce the actual amount of money for the time being lawfully 
raisable by the urban authority under that power, or some portion, 
mentioned in the consent order, of that actual amount, or (as the case 
may be) the actual amount of money properly payable by the urban 
authority as consideration on payment off, or redemption by the urban 
authority of any mortgage, bond, debenture, stock, annuity, rentcharge, 
rent, or other security, granted or created by the urban authority in 
respect of the payment oft’ or redemption of which consent was given 
by the consent order. 

Charge of Article 4. — (1.) All stock for the time being issued, and the dividends 
Stock. thereon, shall be, and the same are by virtue of these regulations, charged 
indifferently on all the revenues of the urban authority. 

(2.) The dividends for the time being payable on all stock shall rank 
equally with interest on all other securities of the m’ban authority 
created or granted in pursuance of any statutory borrowing power at 
any time after the date of the first creation of any stock, and the same 
dividends and interest shall, subject to all charges existing at that date, 
be the first charge on all the revenues of the urban authority. 

Consolidation of Loans. 


Consolida- Article 5. — The Board may, in the consent order, approve a scheme 
Loans* ^ 01 ' fhe consolidation for the purpose of the repayment of all or any of 
the loans raised by the urban authority under all or any of the statutory 
borrowing powers of the urban authority, whether existing at the date 
of these regulations or not, and any such scheme shall fix the period or 
periods within which the loans so consolidated shall be discharged, and 
for that purpose may extend or vary any period allowed for the payment 
off of such loans by the statutory borrowing powers. Provided that 
the Board, in approving the period or periods as aforesaid, shall have 
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due regard to the amounts of the several loans and the periods allowed 
for the payment off of such loans respectively by the statutory borrow- 
ing powers. 

Dividends Fund. 

Article 6.— For payment of dividends on the stock there shall be Establish- 
established and formed a fund called the Stock (Dividends) Fund ; and "l 6 ? 6 of 
in these regulations the Stock (Dividends) Fund is referred to as the f dividends 
dividends fund. fuQd * 

Article 7.— (1.) In each year the urban authority shall pay into the Contribu- 
dividends fund a sum or sums equal to the aggregate amount of all ti . 01 ? 3 10 
dividends payable in that year on the stock. d ^ idenda 

(2.) They shall provide the sum or sums aforesaid by contributions Un ’ 
from the several revenues of the urban authority, if any, specifically 
made liable to provide the same by or under any Act of Parliament, or 
any Provisional Order confirmed by Act of Parliament, or any order 
or sanction of any Government department, or by any resolution of the 
urban authority having reference to those respective statutory borrowing 
powers ; and if, as regards any statutory borrowing power, there is no 
such specific liability, then from the several revenues out of which 
interest would have been payable on money borrowed by the urban 
authority under that power if that money had been raised and re- 
mained secured otherwise than by stock ; and in default thereof, or 
subject thereto, they shall provide the same out of such fund or rate as 
the urban authority, having regard to the object for which the statutory 
borrowing power was exercised may consider equitable, subject to the 
approval of the Board. 

(3-)_ The amounts of those several contributions (subject to any pay- 
ment in reduction thereof authorised by these regulations) shall be the 
sums ascertained to be required in that behalf by apportionment of that 
aggregate amount of dividends among the several revenues of the 
urban authority, according to the amount of stock the dividends 
whereon are properly payable thereout respectively. 

Article 8 . — (1.) The urban authority shall, from time to time, in Raising of 
order to raise the amounts of the several contributions to the dividends contribu- 
fund as aforesaid, out of the several revenues of the urban authority, ti . on . s t0 
do all such acts, exercise all such powers, collect all such money, f2. ends 
and make and levy all such rates as they lawfully can or ought to do, 
exercise, collect, make, and levy for the purposes of, or in relation to 
the respective statutory borrowing powers in exercise whereof the 
several portions of stock are issued. 

(2.) If by reason of any limit of rate or for any other reason there is 
a deficiency on any revenue in respect of any required contribution, the 
urban authority shall advance the amount of the deficiency out of such 
other fund or rate as the urban authority, having regard to the objects 
for which the statutory borrowing power was exercised, may consider 
equitable, subject to the approval of the Board. 

(3.) The amount so advanced shall be a debt due from the revenue 
on which the deficiency existed to the fund or rate out of which the 
advance is made, and interest shall be payable thereon at a rate to be 
approved by the Board, until repayment, and the same debt and interest 
shall, as soon as in the judgment of the urban authority reasonably may 
be, be raised and paid out of the revenue on which the deficiency 
existed. 

Article 9. — (1.) Unless the Board otherwise direct, the urban authority Payment 
shall pay into the dividends fund, and shall carry to the proper separate rcn,s » 
account, forming part of the general account of the dividends fund, the dividends

rents and profits of any land and other property of the urban authority 
acquired by them for any undertaking or purpose for or in respect of 
which any statutory borrowing power is exercised by them by the issue 
of the stock, and not being otherwise wholly or in part appropriated or 
made applicable by law or by valid contract. 

(2.) The urban authority, before making any payment into the 
dividends fund under this article, may deduct from the rents and 
profits to which this article applies, any costs and expenses properly 
incurred by the urban authority in or about the collection and receipt 
of such rents and profits. 

Article 10. — The urban authority shall, from time to time, apply 
the dividends fund in paying the dividends on the stock. 

Article 11. — As parts of the general account of the dividends fund 
the urban authority shall keep separate accounts, distinguishing and 
dividends'* showing, in relation to each undertaking or purpose for or in respect 
fund. of which any statutory borrowing power is exercised by them by 
the issue of the stock : — 

(1.) All money from time to time paid into the dividends 
fund as receipts from rents and profits of any land and 
other property of the urban authority so as aforesaid 
acquired in respect of that undertaking or purpose and not 
otherwise appropriated or made applicable ] and 
(2.) All money paid into the dividends fund as contributions 
from the revenues of the urban authority in respect of 
dividends on the several amounts of stock chargeable to 
that undertaking or purpose ; and 
(3.) All money being unclaimed dividends paid into the 
dividends fund as hereinafter provided and allocated to that 
undertaking or purpose. 

Article 12. — Where any money is standing on a separate account in 
the dividends fund, being money paid into that fund as rents and 
profits of the land and other property of the urban authoiity, or being 
other money properly paid into that fund otherwise than as contributions 
buttons to under article 7 required for the payment of dividends, the urban 
“ authority may, if they think fit, from time to time apply the same in 
reduction of such contributions out of the revenues of the urban 
authority as are payable into the dividends fund in respect of the 
portions of stock comprised in the separate account on which the money 
is standing. 

Redemption Fund. 

Article 13. — For redemption and extinction, or purchase and 
extinction, of the stock there shall be established and formed a fund 
called the Stock (Redemption) Fund; and in these regulations the 
Stock (Redemption) Fund is referred to as the redemption fund. 

Article 14. — (1.) In each year the urban authority shall pay into 
the redemption fund a sum or sums equal to the aggregate amount of 
all sums payable in that year for redemption and extinction, or 
purchase and extinction, of the stock. 

(2.) They shall provide the sum or sums last aforesaid by contri- 
butions from the several revenues of the urban authority, if any, 
specifically made liable to provide the same, by or under any Act of 
Parliament or any Provisional Order confirmed by Act of Parliament, 
or any order or sanction of any Government department or by any 
resolution of the urban authority having reference to those respective 
statutory borrowing powers ; and if, as regards any statutory borrowing 
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power, there is tio such specific liability, then from the several revenues 
out of which any yearly or other sums would have been payable towards 
a sinking fund for discharge, or towards payment off by instalments, 
appropriations, annual repayments or otherwise of money borrowed by 
the urban authority under that power, if that money had been raised 
and remained secured otherwise than by stock ; and in default 
thereof, or subject thereto, they shall provide the same out of such fund 
or rate as the urban authority, having regard to the objects for which 
the statutory borrowing power was exercised, may consider equitable, 
subject to the approval of the Board. 

(3.) The amounts of those several contributions (subject to any 
payment in reduction thereof authorized by these regulations) shall 
he such amounts as, with accumulations at compound interest at such 
rate of interest as shall be prescribed by the consent order or by equal 
annual instalments of such amounts as shall be prescribed by the 
consent order, shall be sufficient to purchase at par the portion of stock 
towards the purchase and extinction whereof those contributions are 
payable within the periods following (that is to say) : — 

(a.) In case of stock issued for the purpose of converting 
debt consolidated in pursuance of Article 5 of these 
regulations, within such period as the Board shall prescribe 
in the consent order : and 

(b.) In all other cases, within such period as the Act or Provisional 
Order confirmed by Act of Parliament, or departmental 
order or sanction authorising the raising of the money, has 
prescribed or shall prescribe for the discharge thereof, and 
in case there shall be no such period, within such period as 
shall be prescribed by the consent order. 

(4.) Pending the application of the redemption of fund in pursuance 
of article 16 of these regulations, the urban authority shall from 
time to time invest in statutory securities the sums paid into the 
redemption fund in respect of those several contributions, and shall pay 
into the redemption fund and, in like manner, invest the interest and 
annual proceeds arising from those securities. 

(5.) The provisions of article 8 of these regulations in regard to 
the raising of contributions to the dividends fund shall apply to the 
raising of contributions to the redemption fund as if such provisions 
were repeated in this article with the substitution of “redemption 
fund ” for “ dividends fund.” 

(6.) If it appeai-s to the Board at any time that any contributions 
to the redemption fund will not be sufficient to redeem the amount of 
stock in respect of which such contributions are made within the time 
allowed for the continuance of the loan represented by the stock, the 
amount of such contributions shall be increased to such extent as the 
Board may direct ; and the Board shall at any time have power to 
consent to the reduction of the contributions to be made to the redemp- 
tion fund as aforesaid, either temporarily or permanently, in any case 
in which it appears to the Board that such contributions would, if 
maintained, be more than sufficient to redeem the amount of stock in 
respect of which such contributions are made within the time allowed for 
the continuance of the loan represented by the stock ; and if the amount in 
• the redemption fund at any time is, in the opinion of the Board, suffi- 
cient, with the accumulations to arise thereon, to redeem the stock 
within the time or times allowed for the continuance of the loan or loans 
represented by the stock, the Board may consent to the discontinuance 
of contributions to the redemption fund in respect of the stock. 
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(7.) If the urban authority create and issue stock for the purpose of 
defraying the expenses of the creation and issue of any stock, the amount 
of stock created and issued for that purpose shall be redeemable and 
extinguished after and within the same periods after and within which 
the stock is to be redeemed and extinguished for the purpose of defraying 
the expenses of which it was so created and issued ; and, for the pur- 
pose of determining the amount of the contributions aforesaid, the 
amount ot the said expenses shall be deemed to be the amount of a loan 
authorised by a statutory borrowing power, and required to be paid off 
within the period within which the stock is to be extinguished. 

(8.) If, before the expiration of the period allowed for the continuance 
of any loan represented by an amount of stock, the urban authority 
apply, in the redemption or purchase and extinction of stock to that or 
any less amount, any part of the redemption fund, then a sum equal to 
the interest which the part of the redemption fund so applied would 
have produced at the rate per centum on which the payments to the 
redemption fund are calculated shall, in each year, until the expiration 
of the said period allowed for the continuance of the loan, be paid into 
the redemption fund out of the revenues of the urban authority charge- 
able with payment of the contributions to the redemption fund in res- 
pect of the amount of stock aforesaid. 

Provided that if any amount of stock extinguished by application of 
part of the redemption fund as aforesaid is purchased by the urban 
authority at a rate exceeding one hundred pounds sterling for one 
hundred pounds stock, the interest payable into the redemption fund 
under this part of this article shall be calculated as if only one hundred 
pounds sterling had been applied out of the redemption fund for each one 
hundred pounds stock purchased, and the urban authority shall pay into 
the redemption fund, during the year in which such purchase is made, 
an additional sum or sums equal in amount to the sum or sums paid in 
excess of the said rate for the purchase of stock in such year ; and such 
additional sum or sums shall be paid out of the revenues of the urban 
authority chargeable with payment of the contributions to the redemp- 
tion fund in respect of that amount of stock. 

For the purpose of ascertaining what contributions, to be paid out of 
what revenues, are required to be paid in respect of any amount of 
stock extinguished as aforesaid, the several amounts of stock issued 
under different statutory borrowing powers shall be deemed to be ex- 
tinguished in succession, beginning with the amount created in exercise 
of the borrowing power under which (at the date of the extinction of 
such stock) the remaining period allowed either expressly or by impli- 
cation for the continuance of the loan is the shortest, and proceeding, ia 
order, to that created in exercise of the borrowing power under which 
the longest remaining period is allowed as aforesaid. 

Article 15. — (1.) Unless the Board otherwise direct the urban 
authority shall pay into the redemption fund, and shall carry to the 
proper separate account, forming part of the general account of the 
redemption fund, all such money being capital, or in the nature of 
capital, and not being wholly or in part otherwise appropriated or made 
applicable by law, or by valid contract, as shall from time to tfme arise 
from any sale, lease, or other disposition of land or other property of the 
urban authority on the revenues whereof any stock is charged, and as 
shall from time to time arise from any other source. 

(2.) The urban authority, before making any payment into the 
redemption fund under this article, may deduct from the money to 
■which this article applies any costs and expenses properly incurred by 
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the urban authority in or about any sale, lease, or other disposition, of 
land or property as aforesaid. 

Article 16. — The urban authority shall from time to time apply the Investment 
redemption fund in redeeming stock according to the terms of issue, and and ^re- 
purchasing stock for extinction, and, pending such application of the ^edem 
redemption fund or any part thereof, all sums paid into the redemption tion fund, 
fund shall be dealt with in the manner provided by article 
14 (4). 

Article 17. — The urban authority on redeeming or purchasing any Extinction 
stock shall forthwith pass a resolution directing the stock so redeemed of stock 
or purchased to be cancelled by the registrar, and on such cancellation redeemed 
the same and all dividends thereon which have not already become chased, 
payable shall be and the same are by virtue of these regulations 
extinguished. 

Article 18. — (1). As parts of the general account of the redemption Account of 
fund, the urban authority shall keep — redemp- 

(«.) An account showing the securities on which all sums paid tl0n fund * 
into the redemption fund are from time to time invested ; 
and 

(6.) Separate accounts relative to each undertaking or purpose 
for or in respect of which any statutory borrowing power is 
exercised by them by the issue of the stock ; and 
(c.) Separate accounts relative to ^each statutory borrowing 
power so exercised. 

(2.) Those separate accounts shall distinguish and show — 

(d.) The amount of stock for the time being chargeable to each, 
undertaking or purpose and respectively attributable to 
the exercise of the several statutory borrowing powers 
if more than one relating to that undertaking or pur- 
pose ; and 

( e .) The several amounts of stock redeemed or purchased by 
means of the redemption fund and cancelled and extin- 
guished. 

(3.) Those separate accounts shall further distinguish and show 
in relation to each undertaking or purpose — 

(f) All money being capital, or in the nature of capital, paid 
into the redemption fund, and in the judgment of the 
urban authority properly attributable to that under- 
taking or purpose ; and 

(g.) All money from time to time received as interest of the 
last-mentioned moneys ; and 

'h.) All money and securities transferred to the redemption 
fund as having formed part of a sinking fund, and all 
money from time to time received as interest of the last- 
mentioned money or securities ; and 
(i.) All money paid into the redemption fund as contributions 
from the revenues of the urban authority in respect of 
redemption and extinction, or purchase and extinction, 
of those several amounts of stock ; and 
(j.) All money from time to time received as interest of the 
last-mentioned money. 

Article 19. For the purposes of any contribution or account under Determina- 
tliese regulations, the urban authority, if they think fit, having regard tion as to 
to all the circumstances of the case, and subject to the terms on which o1 ' 
any loan of the urban authority was contracted, or any stock was issued, 
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may from time to time by resolution, with the approval of the Board, 
determine and declare on which of the revenues of the urban authority 
any loan of the urban authority, or any portion of stock, is or shall 
be deemed to be primary or collaterally charged, or determine and 
declare that any loan of the urban authority, or any portion of stock, 
shall be apportioned, as regards the charge thereof, between or among 
any of the revenues of the urban authority, and every such determina- 
tion and declaration shall be effectual to all intents. 

Conversion of other Securities into Stock. 

Article 20. — (1.) Where the consent of the Board is given to the 
exercise by the urban authority of any statutory borrowing power by 
the creation and issue of stock for the purpose of purchasing, paying 
off, or redeeming any mortgage, bond, debenture, stock, annuity, 
rentcharge, or other security granted or created by the urban authority 
under any statutory borrowing power and which the urban authority 
have power, with the consent of the holder of that security, or other- 
wise, to pay off or to redeem, they may pay off or redeem the security 
accordingly with money raised by stock, or they may, with the consent 
of the holder thereof, issue stock in substitution for the security. 

Provided that as regards any loans specified for the purposes of this 
provision in the consent order, the Board may, in such order, require 
the foregoing powers of this article to be exercised as far as practicable 
pari passu with respect to all such loans and in such a manner as not 
to extend the period approved under these regulations for the payment 
off of such loans on consolidation. 

(2.) The urban authority may in every such case make such reason- 
able payment as they may think fit to the holder of any security for 
his consent, or for otherwise compensating him for the payment off 
or redemption of or substitution for his security, and any such pay- 
ment may be either in money or stock, or partly in one and partly in 
the other. 

(3.) The urban authority may create and issue stock to such amount 
as may be requisite for purposes of this article, and that stock shall 
be deemed to be created and issued, and any money raised thereby 
shall be deemed to be raised by virtue of the statutory borrowing power 
under which the security was granted or created, and any money so 
raised shall be applied in payment off or redemption of the security. 

(4.) In every such case of payment off, redemption or substitution, 
the urban authority shall forthwith pay and transfer into the redemption 
fund the whole or a proportionate part (as the case may require) of any 
money and securities forming part of any sinking fund applicable to 
the discharge of the security, and also such further sum, if any, as may 
be necessary to make the money and securities so paid and transferred 
equivalent to the amount which should have been in such sinking fund, 
or should have been paid off, in respect of the security for the 
payment off or redemption of which or in substitution for which the stock 
is created. 

(5.) Where the holder of the security is one of the persons described 
in section 7 of the Lands Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845, and by 
that Act enabled to sell land thereunder, that person may consent to 
payment or redemption of, or substitution for, the money secured or 
represented by that security, and may accept money for giving that 
consent, as if the person so consenting were the absolute owner of that 
security, and that person is hereby indemnified for so doing, and his 
receipt shall be a good discharge for the same. 
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(6.) Money received by the holder of any security as authorised by 
this article, and stock issued to him in substitution for any security, 
shall be subject to the same trusts, powers, testamentary and other 
dispositions, provisions, and incumbrances, as the money secured or 
represented b}- the security was subject to, immediately before the pay- 
ment off, redemption, or substitution ; and every deed or other instru- 
ment, or any testamentary or other disposition, shall take effect with 
reference to the whole, or a proportionate part of the money or stock 
received or substituted, as the case may be. 

Effect on Borrowing Powers. 

Article 21. — On the issue of any portion of stock the statutory bor- 
rowing power, in exercise whereof that stock is issued, shall be affected 
as follows ; namely, — 

(a.) If the stock is issued for the whole term limited for the 
continuance of any loan, or for the continuance of payment 
of or in respect of any mortgage, bond, debenture, stock, 
annuity, rentcharge, rent, or other security granted or 
created by the urban authority under that statutory borrow- 
ing power, then that power, to the extent of the money 
raised by that stock (except in the case hereinafter provided 
tor), shall be and the same is by virtue of these regulations 
extinguished ; but 

(b.) If the stock is issued for part only of that term, then so 
much of the money raised by that stock as represents the 
balance which should be outstanding may be re-borrowed 
by the urban authority for the residue of that term, or any 
part thereof, and so from time to time. 

Application of Money raised. 

Article 22. — Money raised by stock shall be applied for purposes 
lor which money raisable under the statutory borrowing power, in 
exercise whereof the stock is issued, ought by law to be applied, and 
not otherwise. 

Provided that if, after the raising of any money by stock under 
these regulations, it shall be found that any part of such money is 
not required for the purposes to which it is applicable as aforesaid, 
the urban authority shall pay such money into the redemption fund, 
or apply such money for such other purposes for which the urban 
authority shall have a stututory borrowing power as the Board may, 
by order, approve ; and if any such money is so paid into the 
redemption fund the statutory borrowing power in exercise whereof 
the stock represented by the money so paid was issued shall, to the 
amount of the money so paid, be deemed not to have been extin- 
guished ; and if any such money is applied for some other purpose 
as aforesaid the stock represented by the money so applied shall be 
deemed to have been created and issued under these regulations in 
exercise or part exercise of the statutory borrowing power authorising 
the raising of money for such other purpose. 

Article 23. — The urban authority shall from time to time invest 
temporarily on statutory securities any sum exceeding such sum as may 
be fixed by the consent order, and may so invest any sum raised by 
stock and not for the time being applied to or required for the under- 
taking or purpose for which it is raised, and shall from time to time 
pay the interest of those securities into the dividends fund. 
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Registration and Certificates. 

Appoint- Article 24. — (1.) The urban authority shall, on and subject to such 
registrar. terms and instructions not inconsistent with any provision of these 
regulations as they think expedient, appoint and keep appointed an 
officer of the urban authority, or any other peison, or bank, as registrar 
for all or any of the purposes of these regulations (in these regulations 
referred to as the registrar), and may from time to time determine the 
appointment of such registrar and appoint a new registrar.

Article 25. — (1.) The registrar shall keep books, in which shall be 
entered the names and addresses of holders from time to time of stock, 
and the amounts held by them (in these regulations referred to as the 
stock register). 

(2.) The stock register shall be primd facie evidence of any matter 
entered therein in accordance with these regulations, and of the title of 
the persons entered therein as holders of stock. 

Certificates Article 26.— (1.) On demand of a holder of stock, the urban authority 

prietorship they think _ fit, give to him a certificate of the proprietorship 

of stock, thereof, under their common seal, specifying the amount of stock to 
which he is entitled (in these regulations referred to as a stock cer- 
tificate). 

(2.) A stock certificate shall be primd facie evidence of the title of 
the person therein named, his executors, administrators, successors, or 
assigns, to the stock therein specified ; but the want of a stock certificate, 
if such want be accounted for to the satisfaction of the urban authority’ 
shall not prevent the holder of stock from disposing of and transferring 
the same. 

(3.) If a stock certificate is worn out or damaged, the urban authority, 
on production thereof, may cancel it and give a similar stock certificate 
to the party in whom the property in the stock certificate and in the 
stock therein specified is then vested. 

(^•) ^ a stock certificate is lost or destroyed, the urban authority, 
on proof thereof to their satisfaction, may give a similar stock certi- 
ficate to the party entitled to the certificate lost or destroyed. 

(5.) An entry of the issue of a stock certificate or a substituted certi- 
ficate, as the case may be, shall be made in the stock register. 

TRANSFER. 

stockholder ^ • — Subject to the provisions of these regulations, every 

to transfer, stockholder may transfer all or any part of his stock in books or by 
deed. 

in books. Article 28. — (1.) If and where the resolution for creation of -any 
portion of stock makes the same transferable in books and not by 
deed, the provisions of this article shall apply and have effect, but not 
otherwise. 

(2.) The registrar shall keep books wherein transfers of stock so trans- 
ferable shall be entered (in these regulations referred to as the stock 
transfer books). 

(3.) Every such entry shall be conceived in proper words for the 
purpose of transfer, and shall be signed by the party making the 
transfer, or, if he is absent, by his agent thereunto lawfully authorised 
in writing under his hand attested by a witness. 

(4.) If a bank be the registrar, such bank may, if it think fit, require 
that the agent be so authorised by power of attorney, under the hand

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and seal of tlie party making the transfer, attested by two or more 
credible witnesses. 

(5.) The person to whom a transfer is made may, if he think fit, 
underwrite his acceptance thereof. 

(6.) Except as otherwise provided by Act of Parliament, and subject 
to the provisions of these regulations respecting any portion of stock 
which the resolution for creation thereof makes transferable by deed 
and not in books, no mode of transferring stock other than that pre- 
scribed in this article shall be good in law. 

Article 29. — (1.) If and where the resolution for creation of any Transfer 
portion of stock makes the same transferable by deed and not in books, by deed, 
the provisions of this article shall apply and have effect, but not 
otherwise. 

(2.) Every transfer of stock so transferable shall be by deed. 

(3.) The deed of transfer shall relate only to the transfer, and shall 
not contain any recital, trust, power, or proviso whatsoever. 

(4.) The deed of transfer, when duly executed, shall be delivered to 
and kept by the registrar, and the registrar shall enter a memorial 
thereof in a book to be called the register of transfers of stock, and 
shall indorse on the deed of transfer a notice of that entry. 

(5.) The registrar shall on demand, and on delivery up of the old 
stock certificate, or on such proof that it cannot be produced as the 
registrar, with the approval of the urban authority, may require, 
deliver a new stock certificate to the purchaser, or shall, at the option 
of the purchaser, make an indorsement of the transfer on the existing 
stock certificate, which indorsement, being signed by the registrar, shall 
be equivalent to a new stock certificate. 

(6.) Until the deed of transfer has been so delivered to the registrar, 
the urban authority or the registrar shall not be affected thereby, and 
the purchaser of the stock shall not be entitled to receive any dividend 
thereon. 

Article 30. — (1.) The registrar, before allowing any transfer of Evidence 
stock, may, if the circumstances of the case appear to him to make it on transfer, 
expedient, require evidence of the title of any person claiming a right 
to make the transfer. 

(2.) That evidence shall be a statutory declaration of one or more 
competent persons, or of such other nature as the registrar, with the 
approval of the urban authority, may require. 

Article 31. — (1.) The registrar, with the approval of the urban Closing of 
authority, may, as regards any portion of stock, close the stock transfer transfer 
books, or the register of transfers of stock (as the case may be), on any books - 
day in the month next before that in which dividends on that portion 
of stock are payable, but so that the books be not at any time kept 
closed for more than fifteen days. 

(2.) The persons who on the day of such closing are inscribed as 
stockholders, shall, as between them and their transferees of stock, be 
entitled to the dividend next payable thereon. 

Article 32. — Unless the urban authority have compounded for stamp Stamp 
duty, all stock shall, notwithstanding anything in any resolution of the duty on 
urban authority, be transferable by deed and not in books, and every transfers, 
deed of transfer of stock transferable by deed shall be duly stamped, 
and the consideration shall be truly stated therein. 

Transmission. 

Article 33. — (1.) The interest of a deceased stockholder in stock Trans- 
shall be transferable by his executors or administrators, notwithstanding 011 

any specific bequest thereof. 
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(2.) Whore two or more persons are registered as owners of any stock 
sucli persons shall be deemed to be joint owners with right of survivor- 
ship between them. 

(3.) The urban authority or the registrar shall not be required to 
allow any executors or administrators to transfer any stock until the 
probate of the will or the letters of administration to the estate of the 
deceased has or have been left with the registrar for registration, and 
may require all the executors who have proved the will to join in the 
transfer. 

Article 34. — (1.) If the interest in any shock has become transmitted 
by any lawful means other than a transfer in books or by deed, or than 
the death of a stockholder, satisfactory evidence of the transmission 
shall be furnished to the registrar by a statutory declaration of one or 
more competent persons, or in such ether manner as the registrar may, 
with the approval of the urban authority, require. 

(2.) The name of the person entitled under the transmission shall be 
entered in the stock register. 

(3.) Until such evidence has been furnished, the urban authority or 
the registrar snail not be affected by the transmission, and no person 
claiming by virtue thereof shall be entitled to receive any dividend 
on the stock. 

(4.) In this article the term transmission includes any case of 
apparent transmission in consequence of the change of name of the 
stockholder, although the actual ownership of the stock may remain 
unaltered. 

Dividends. 

_ Article 35. — The urban authority shall pay by the registrar the 
dividends on stock. 

Article 36. — The urban authority or the registrar shall not he 
required to pay any executors or administrators any dividend on stock 
held by their testator or intestate until the probate of the will or 
the letters of administration has or have been left with the registrar 
for registration. 

Article 37. — The registrar, before paying any dividend on any 
stock, may, if the circumstances of the case appear to him to make 
it expedient, require evidence of the title of any person claiming a 
right to receive the dividend, and that evidence shall be a statutory 
declaration of competent persons, or of such other nature as the re- 
gistrar, with the approval of the urban authority, may require. 

_ Article 38.— (1.) Where more persons than one are registered as 
joint holders of any stock, any one of them may give an effectual 
receipt for any dividend thereon, unless notice to the contrary lias 
been given to the registrar by any other of them. 

(2.) Where stock is standing in the name of an infant or person 
of unsound mind, jointly with any person not under legal disability, 
a letter of attorney for receipt of the dividends on the stock shall be 
sufficient authority in that behalf if given under the hand and seal 
of the person not under disability attested by two or more credible 
witnesses ; but the registrar before acting on the letter of attorney 
may, if he think fit, require proof to his satisfaction of the alleged 
infancy or unsoundness of mind by a statutory declaration of one or 
more competent persons. 

Article 39. — The receipt in writing of the persons in the stock 
register, their successors, executors, administrators or assigns, shall 
be a sufficient and effectual discharge to the urban authority and the 
registrar for any moneys due to such persons as and when they shall 
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respectively become payable, and if any stockholder be by reason of 
infancy or lunacy unable to give an effectual receipt, the receipt in 
writing of the guardian or committee of his estate shall be in like 
manner a sufficient and effectual discharge to the urban authority and 
the registrar. 

Article 40. — (1.) Where a stockholder desires to have his dividends Dividrnd 
sent to him by post, he may make a request for that purpose to the warrants 
registrar, in writing, signed by him in a form approved by the urban by post ' 
authority, and shall give to the registrar an address in the British 
Islands, to which the letters containing the warrants are from time 
to time to be sent. 

(2.) The posting by the registrar of a letter containing a dividend 
warrant addressed to a stockholder at his request at the address so 
given by him, shall, as respects the liability of the urban authority 
and of the registrar, if the postage on such letter be prepaid, be 
equivalent to the delivery of the warrant to the stockholder himself. 

(3.) Every warrant so sent by post shall be deemed a cheque, 
and the urban authority and the registrar shall, in relation thereto, 
be deemed a banker within the Bills ol Exchange Act, 1882. 45 & 46 

(4.) Provided that this article shall not apply to cases to which the c- 61- 
provisions of section 4 of the National Debt Act, 1889, apply. 62 & 53 

Vic., c. 6. 


Stock Certificates with Coupons to Bearer. 

Article 41. — (1.) On demand of a stockholder, the registrar may Provisions 
issue to the stockholder a stock certificate to bearer, that is to say, a respecting 
certificate of title to his stock or any part thereof, entitling the bearer ® tock cer_ 
to the stock therein specified, and transferable by delivery with ^ at c e 0 9 
coupons entitling the bearer of the coupons to the divdends on the pons to** 
stock, but so that no such certificate or coupons shall give a title to bearer, 
dividends beyond the time limited for redemption of the stock. 

(2.) A stock certificate to bearer shall not be issued in respect of 
any sum of stock other than ten pounds or a multiple of ten 
pounds. 

(3.) No trustee shall apply for, purchase, take, or hold a stock 
certificate to bearer unless he is in express words authorized to do so 
by the instrument creating his trust, and any contravention of this 
provision by a trustee shall be deemed a breach of trust ; but this 
provision shall not impose on the urban authority or the registrar an 
obligation to inquire or to take notice whether a person applying for 
or holding a stock certificate to bearer is or is not a trustee, or subject 
the urban authority or the registrar to any liability in case of his, with 
or without notice, issuing to a trustee a stock certificate to bearer, or 
invalidate any stock certificate to bearer issued. 

(4.) Where a stock certificate to bearer is outstanding, the stock 
represented thereby shall not be transferable in books or by deed. 

(5.) The bearer of a stock certificate to bearer may, on delivery up 
to the registrar of the certificate, and of all unpaid coupons belonging 
thereto, require to be entered in the stock register as the holder of the 
stock described in the certificate under which lie derives title, and 
thereupon such stock certificate and coupons shall be cancelled and 
the stock shall be re-entered in the register as transferable, and shall, 
become and again be transferable in the stock transfer books or by 
deed, as the case may require, and shall, as regards the mode of 
payment of the dividends thereon, be in the like condition as if no 
stock certificate to bearer had been issued in respect thereof. 
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(6.) Tlie coupons issued with a stock certificate to bearer shall com- 
prise the dividends to be paid in respect of the stock therein specified 
for such period as the urban authority approve. 

(7.) At the end of that period fresh coupons may be issued for such 
further period as the urban authority approve, and so for succes- 
sive periods during the continuance in force of the stock certificate, but 
the urban authority may direct the registrar, in lieu of issuing fresh 
coupons in respect of any stock certificate, to give in exchange a fresh 
stock certificate with coupons. 

(8.) Payment to the bearer of a coupon of the amount expressed 
therein shall be a full discharge to the urban authority and to the regis- 
trar from all liability in respect of that coupon and the dividend repre- 
sented thereby. 

(9.) If a bank be the registrar, coupons shall be payable at the chief 
establishment of the bank at the expiration of three clear days from the 
day of presentation, and at any branch establishment of the bank situate 
more than ten miles from the chief establishment at the expiration of 
five clear days from the day of presentation. 

(10.) If a stock certificate to bearer, or coupon is worn out or 
damaged, the registrar, on production and delivery up thereof, may 
cancel it and issue a new certificate or coupon. 

(11.) If a stock certificate to bearer, or coupon, is lost or destroyed, 
the registrar may issue a new certificate or coupon on receiving in- 
demnity to the satisfaction of the urban authority against the claims 
of all persons deriving title under the certificate or coupon lost or 
destroyed. 

(12.) All coupons issued under these regulations in respect of any 
stock certificate to bearer shall, for the purposes of the Acts relating to 
stamp duties, be deemed to have been attached to and issued with such 
stock certificate. 

(13.) Stock specified in a stock certificate to bearer shall be charged 
on the same securities, and be subject to the same powers of redemption 
and other powers, and save as regards the mode of transfer and of pay- 
ment of dividends thereon, and save so far as a stock certificate to bearer 
is a negotiable instrument, shall be subject to the same incidents in all 
respects as if that stock had continued to be registered in the stock 
register as transferable in books or by deed. 

General. 

Article 42. — (1.) Stock is personal property. 

(2.) Stock is not liable to foreign attachment. 

(3.) 2STo notice of any trust, express, implied, or constructive, in 
respect of any stock, or of any stock certificate to bearer or coupon, shall 
be entered in the stock register, or in any other book kept by the urban 
authority or the registrar, or be receivable by the urban authority or 
the registrar, or affect the registrar or the urban authority through the 
registrar or otherwise. 

Article 43. — (1.) If at any time any dividend due on any stock 
remain unpaid for two months after demand in writing the person 
entitled thereto may apply to the High Court for a receiver, and the 
Court may, if it think fit, appoint a receiver on such terms as it thinks 
fit. 

(2.) The receiver shall have the like power of collecting, receiving, 
recovering, and applying all money which ought to be paid under these 
regulations into the redemption fund or the dividends fund and of 
assessing, making, and recovering all rates for ‘the purpose of obtaining 
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the same, as the urban authority or any officer thereof would or might 
have, and such other powers and such duties as the Court thinks fit, 
and shall apply all money so collected, after payment of expenses and 
costs as the Court directs, for the purposes of these regulations. 

(3.) The Court may at any time discharge the receiver, and shall have 
full jurisdiction over him and all persons interested in his acts. 

Article 44. — A person taking or holding stock shall not be concerned Protection 
to inquire or to take notice whether the creation or issue thereof was or of hol(lers 
was not within any statutory borrowing power of the urban authority, ° f stock * 
or otherwise in accordance with these regulations, or whether or not 
the urban authority or any meeting thereof was properly constituted or 
convened, or whether or not the proceedings at any meeting of the 
urban authority were legal or regular, or to see to the application of 
any money raised by stock, or be answerable for any loss or misappli- 
cation thereof. 

Article 45. — (1.) Once in every year, at a time appointed by the Annual 
Board, the clerk to the urban authority shall send to the Board an return to 
abstract of the accounts of the urban authority relating to stock and Jf cal 
the redemption fund in a form prescribed by the Board ; and such ^ent™” 
abstract shall be verified by a statutory declaration of an officer of the Board, 
urban authority, if and as may be required by the Board, and such 
abstract shall be made up to such date in each year as the Board may 
determine. 

(2.) Unless and until the Board in any case by order otherwise 
direct, the said abstract shall — 

(a.) Be made up to the 31st day of December in each year ; 

(6. ) Be forwarded to the said Board within forty-two days after 
that day ; 

(c.) Be in the form set forth in the schedule B. to these regula- 
tions; and 

(c7.) Be verified by a statutory declaration of the clerk to the 
urban authority, or of such other officer of the urban 
authority as the Board, on the application of the urban 
authority, may approve. 

(3.) In case of wilful default therein by the clerk to or other officer 
of the urban authority, the said clerk or other officer shall on each 
occasion be liable to a fine not exceeding twenty pounds, and every fine 
under this Article shall be recoverable summarily on the prosecution of 
the Board, and not otherwise. 

(4.) If by any such abstract or otherwise it appears to the Board 
that the urban authority have failed to comply with any requisition 
of these regulations, or of any order of the Board thereunder, in 
relation to any payment, application, or investment, or otherwise in 
relation to stock or the redemption fund, the Board may by order 
require the urban authority to make good the default within a time 
therein limited ; and if the default be in respect of any sum payable into 
the redemption fund, or the misapplication of any part of such fund, the 
Board may by order direct that the sum in such order mentioned, not 
exceeding double the amount in respect of which default has been made, 
shall be paid into the redemption fund and be invested and applied as 
part of that fund. 

Article 46.— (1.) If at any time any dividend on any stock is un- Unclaimed 
claimed at the time for payment thereof, the same shall, neverthe- f llvide &ds. 
less, on demand at any subsequent time whatsoever, be paid to the 
person showing his right thereto, but without interest in the mean- 
time.

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otherwise. 


(2.) Where any dividend remains unclaimed for five years from 
the time for payment thereof, the urban authority shall cause notice 
thereof to be sent by post in a registered letter, addressed to the 
stockholder named in their books by the description and at the 
address therein appearing, and so at the expiration of three other 
successive periods of five years. 

(3.) At the end of every successive period of five years from the 
day when the first dividend becomes payable on stock first issued, the 
urban authority shall publish an advertisement in a newspaper circu- 
lating in their district, stating what, if any, dividends on stock have 
then been unclaimed for more than four years, and the names and 
addresses appearing in the stock register of the persons entitled to such 
dividends when the same became due. 

(4.) At the end of every successive period of ten years from the day 
when the first dividend becomes payable on stock first issued the 
urban authority, unless it has been otherwise agreed between them and 
the registrar, may require the registrar to repay to them all dividends 
unclaimed during that period and then in his hands, and the urban 
authority shall cause the same or any other dividends unclaimed 
during that period to be paid into the dividends fund, and may deal 
therewith as they are by these regulations empowered to deal with 
money paid into the dividends fund, without prejudice, nevertheless, to 
the rights of any person to those dividends. 

Article 47. — (1). If at the end of the period within which any 
stock is required to be extinguished the urban authority, by reason of 
the holder of any such stock not being forthcoming, or by reason of 
any doubt as to the ownership of any such stock, shall not be able to 
redeem, extinguish, and cancel such stock as required by the regulations 
lierein-before contained, the urban authority shall invest on statutory 
securities a sum equal to the nominal value of all such stock as 
cannot be redeemed by reason as aforesaid, such sum to be dealt with as 
herein-after prescribed, and thereupon such stock shall be deemed to 
have been extinguished. 

(2.) If before the end of the period within which any stock is 
required to be extinguished the urban authority shall have extin- 
guished all the stock, except such as cannot be redeemed by reason as 
aforesaid, the urban authority may invest on statutory securities a 
sum equal to the nominal value of all such stock as cannot be re- 
deemed as aforesaid, such sum to be dealt with as herein-after pre- 
scribed, and thereupon such stock shall be deemed to have been 
extinguished. 

(3.) Any sums invested by the urban authority as aforesaid shall, 
unless sold for the purpose of satisfying any claim in respect of the 
stock represented by the same, be kept invested on statutory securi- 
ties for a period of ten years, after which time the urban authority 
may appropriate the said sums and any accumulations theveon for 
such purposes as the Board may approve, without prejudice, never- 
theless, to the rights of any person to the said sums or any part 
thereof. 

Article 48. — Nothing in these regulations shall affect any power of 
the urban authority to raise otherwise than by stock any money which 
they do not think fit to raise by stock, but whenever, from time to time 
after the date of the first creation of stock, the urban authority raise 
money otherwise than by stock, they shall cause to be given to each 
lender of money so raised notice in writing, signed by the clerk, or 
other authorised officer of the urban authority, of the equality or 
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otherwise of charge which stock has or may have by virtue of these 
regulations. 

Article 49. — The urban authority may by resolution revoke at any Saving for 
time, in whole or in part, any resolution for creation of stock thereto- P ower of 
fore passed by the urban authority if and as far as the same has not revocatlon 
been acted on by the issue of stock thereunder, and notice of such 
revocation shall forthwith be given to the Board ; and in so far as 
the urban authority revoke any such resolution, the Board may, if they 
think fit, by order, revoke their consent to the exercise of the statu- 
tory borrowing power by the creation and issue of stock. 

Article 50. — Except as in these regulations ' expressly provided, Saving fcr 
nothing in these regulations shall relieve the urban authority from any °. ther obllga " 
obligation imposed on them in relation to any statutory borrowing 
power by any Act of Parliament under or by which that power for the 
time being exists or is regulated. 

Article 51. — (1.) Nothing in these regulations shall affect any power Saving for 
or duty of the urban authority to sell, lease, or otherwise dispose P ower t0 sel1 
of any land or property of the urban authority, or to apply any lands ’ &c ' 
purchase money or other money arising thereby in discharge of any 
charge on that land or property, or the revenues thereof, other than 
the charge of stock, or affect any claim of any person under such first- 
mentioned charge. 

(2.) That land or property shall, in the hands of the purchaser or 
other person taking the same under the sale, lease, or other disposition, 
be by virtue of these regulations absolutely freed from the charge of 
stock, and he shall not be concerned to see to the application of that 
purchase money or other money, or be answerable for any loss or mis- 
application thereof. 

Article 52. — (1.) Nothing in or done under these regulations, shall Sa . vi 2" for 
affect any security or charge, created or granted, or payable by the securities 
urban authority before and subsisting at the date of the first creation 
of any stock, and the urban authority shall, whenever required by the 
holder of any security or charge aforesaid, apply all such money, do all

Article 54. — Any determination or directions of the Board under Orders of the 
these regulations may be signified by order under their seal, and bocal Govera- 
any order of the Board may contain such provisions as the Board ment Board - 
think necessary or proper for giving effect thereto, and shall be 
enforceable by writ of mandamus to be obtained by the Board out of 
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the High Court, and may be from time to time cancelled or varied by 
the Board, as the circumstances of the case may require, bub the 
Board shall not make any such order without first hearing the urban 
authority, if desirous of being heard, which hearing may be in the 
form of a public inquiry, with or without a published report, or in 
such other form as the Board, having regard to the circumstances, 
think just and expedient, and sections 210, 212. and 213 of the 
Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, shall apply to hearings, inquiries, 
and other proceedings to which this article relates : Provided that 
the costs of inquiries as to which the Board may make orders under 
the said section 210 may include such reasonable sum, not exceeding 
three guineas a day, as the Board may determine, for the services of 
any Inspector holding an inquiry.

Fees not exceeding those specified in the said 
schedule A may be taken by or on behalf of the urban authority in the 
cases therein mentioned. 

(2.) The proceeds of fees shall be paid by the urban authority into 
the dividends fund, and shall be applied in reduction of contributions 
out of the revenues of the urban authority payable into that fund 
in respect of dividends on such portions of stock as the urban 
authority, having regard to the cases in which the fees are paid, 
determine. 

Article 58. — (1.) The expenses incurred by the urban authority in 
or about the creation and issue of any amount of stock, including any 
sum paid by them for composition for stamp duty thereon, and any 
other expenses properly chargeable to capital, shall be deemed money 
raisable under a statutory borrowing power. 

(2.) Expenses of book-keeping and management and other current 
expenses from time to time incurred by the urban authority in the 
execution of these regulations shall be defrayed as the ordinary expenses 
of the urban authority are or may be defrayed, and shall be divided 
amongst the different funds and undertakings of the urban authority in 
such proportions as the urban authority, having regard to all the cir- 
cunugtances, may from time to time determine.

No. 1.— Public Health Acts Amendment Act, 1890. 

53 & 54< Vic., cap. 59. 

Local Government Board, 

Dublin, 11th May, 1891. 

S!R,— With reference to their letter of the 21st of October last, 
transmitting a . copy of the “ Public Health Acts Amendment Act, 
1890,” I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to 
state that they observe that only a few Sanitary Authorities have, up 
to the present, availed themselves of the additional powers conferred 
upon them by the Act mentioned, and they have, therefore, thought it 
desirable to forward for the information of the Sanitary Authority the 
accompanying memorandum containing a brief summary of its provisions.

I. 

Memorandum for Urban Authorities as to Public Health Acts Amendment 
Act, 1890. 

* T he ^- Ct c ° ns i sts 6y e parts, the first of which became on the passing of the 
Act applicable to all sanitary authorities. 

The second, third, fourth and fifth parts only come into force as they, or any 
ot them, are * adopted” by the urban sanitary authority. 

Part I. prescribes the manner in which any of the succeeding parts may 
be adopted, and the procedure under the Act generally. It is to be noted that 
the urban sanitary authority can only adopt an entire part or parts and not 
particular sections of any part. 

It also enacts two amendments of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878 
by which the meaning of the expressions “ashpit” and “paving” are ex- 
tended to include “ any receptacle for the deposit of ashes, fecal matter, or 
refuse, and “asphalte, wood -paving, tar-paving, artificial stone or improved 
paving of any kind if considered suitable for the locality by the local authority,” 
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Part II. empowers an urban sanitary authority to make bye-laws for 
prevention of danger from telegraph wires, &c. Such bye-laws must be con- 
firmed by the Board of Trade. 

Part III. makes provision : — 

Sec. 16 — For the protection of sewers from injurious matters being 
passed into them. 

Sec. 17 — For preventing chemical refuse, steam, &e., from being turned 
into sewers, and giving power of entry for examination. 

Sec. 1 8. — As to the sanitary authority themselves making the communi- 
cations with, or altering, &c., house-drains and sewers. 

Sec. 19 — Extending section 51 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 
1878, — “Examination of drains, &c., on complaint of a nuisance” — to 
apply to a single private drain serving two or more houses belonging to 
different owners ; and for the apportionment of the expenses of remedial, 
works. 

Sec. 20. — As to sanitary conveniences for public accommodation. 

Sec. 21 — As to sanitary conveniences used in common by the occupiers 
of two or more houses, or others. 

Sec. 22. — Repealing section 48 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 
1878,. — “Privy accommodation for factories,” — and re-enacting it with 
additions. 

Sec. 23. ( 1 .) — Extending the power of making bye-laws with respect to 
the following matters : — 

(1.) The flushing of water-closets ; 

(2.) The structure of floors, hearths, and staircases ; 

(3.) The height of habitable rooms ; 

(4.) The paving of yards and open spaces in connection with 
dwelling-houses ; 

(5.) Secondary means of access for the removal of house refuse and 
other matters when laying out new streets. 

Sec. 23. (2.) — That bye-laws made under Section 41 of the Public 
Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, and as above, may be made so as to affect 
buildings erected before the passing of that Act, z'.e., 8th August, 1878. 

Sec. 23. (4.) That bye-laws may be made to prevent buildings from 
being altered in such a way as would contravene existing bye-laws if 
. newly erected. 

Such bye-laws require to be confirmed by the Local Government Board. 

Sec. 24 — For preventing rooms immediately over privies (other than 
water-closets or earth-closets), cesspools, middens, or ashpits, from being 
used as dwelling or sleeping rooms. 

Sec. 25. — For preventing the erection of buildings on ground filled up 
with offensive matter. 

Sec. 26. (1.) — That bye-laws may be made as to the conveyance 
of noxious matter through streets, which bye-laws must be confirmed by 
the Local Government Board. 

Sec. 26. (2.) — Requiring the inhabitants to assist in facilitating 
scavenging, when such is undertaken or contracted for by the sanitary 
authority. 

Sec. .27 — For keeping common courts and passages clean, and for the 
apportionment and the recovery of the cost thereof. 

Sec. 28. — Extending the power of the sanitary authority in dealing with 
unsound meat, &c., to “ all articles intended for the food of man.” 

Secs. 29, 30, and 31 — For regulating slaughter-houses and licenses for 
them. 

Sec. 32. — For penalty on keeper of common lodging-house not giving 
notice of cases of infectious diseases. 

Sec. 33. — That plans of houses deposited with the sanitary authority 
shall be adhered to, &c. 

Sec. 34 — That hoards shall be set up during progress of buildings, &c. 

Sec. 35 — That cellars under streets shall be kept in good condition and 
repair. 

Sec. 36 — That ample, safe, and convenient means of ingress and egress 
shall be provided for places of public resort.

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Sec. 37 — For the safety of public platforms. 

Sec. 38. — That.bye-laws may be made for prevention of danger from 
whirligigs and swings driven by steam power, and from the use of firearms 
in shooting ranges and galleries. 

Sec. 39 — As to street refuges. 

Sec. 40 — As to cabmen’s shelters, and for bye-laws as to the use thereof. 

Sec. 42 — As to erection of monuments and statues, and the removal 
of same, if erected by authority of the urban sanitary authority. 

Sec. 43 — For planting, &o., trees in any public highway. 

Sec. 44 — As to temporary closing to the public of parks ; or granting 
the use of same for public purposes ; and as to the use of boats on lakes 
therein. 

Sec. 46. — As to maintenance of public clocks. 

Sec. 47 — For restriction on throwing into streams, &c., any cinders, 
ashes, &c., or any matter likely to cause annoyance. 

Sec. 48 — For the protection of placards, notices, &c., put up by the 
sanitary authority. 

Part IV. extends the powers of the licensing justices as to places used for 
public dancing or music in towns, which are urban sanitary districts, when 
the sanitary authority has adopted this part of the Act. 

Part V. enables urban sanitary authorities, with the consent of the Local 
Government Board, to borrow by the creation of stock in such manner as the 
Local Government Board may from time to time prescribe. 

It will be observed from the above summary that by the adoption of Part 
III. urban sanitary authorities obtain greatly increased powers, especially 
as to making bye-laws with respect to buildings, and making certain of such 
bye-laws as well as certain previously existing bye-laws retrospective; they 
also obtain powers for securing the safety of the public in theatres, &<•., on 
platforms, in crossing streets, and from dangerous amusements and the use of 
firearms. 


II. 

LIemorandum for Rural Authorities as to Public Health Acts 
Amendment Act, 1890. 

The Act consists of five parts, the first of which became on the passing of 
the Act applicable to all sanitary authorities. The second, fourth, and fifth 
parts do not apply to rural sanitary authorities, who may, however, “ adopt ” 
so much of the provisions of the third part as is made applicable to rural 
authorities by section 50, but if they adopt at all they must adopt all the 
sections so made applicable. 

Part I. prescribes the manner in which a rural sanitary authority may 
adopt the third part (so far as it is applicable) and the procedure under the 
Act generally. 

It also enacts an amendment of the Public Health (Ireland) A.-t, 1878, by 
which the meaning of the expression “ashpit" is extended to include “any 
receptacle for the deposit of ashes, fcecal matter, or refuse." 

Part III. contains the following provisions which take effect when adopted 
by a rural sanitary authority : 

Sec. 16. — For the protection of sewers from injurious matters being 
passed into them. 

Sec. 17 — For preventing chemical refuse, steam, &c., from being 
turned into sewers ; and giving power of entrance for examination. 

Sec. 18. — As to the. sanitary authority themselves making the communi- 
cations with and altering, &c., house drains and sewers. 

Sec. 19 — Extending section 51 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 
1878 — “ Examination of drains, &c., on complaint of a nuisance’' — to 
a PPty to a single private drain serving two or more houses belonging to 
different owners ; and for the apportionment of the expenses of remedial 
works, 
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Sec, 21. — As to sanitary conveniences used in common by the occupiers 
of two or more houses, or others. 

Sec. 23 (1.) — Extending the power of making bye-laws with respect to 
the following matters : — 

(1.) The flushing of water-closets ; 

(2.) The structure of floors, hearths, and staircases ; 

(3.) The height of habitable rooms ; 

(4.) The paving of yards and open spaces in connection with 
dwelling-houses ; 

(5.) Secondary means of access for the removal of house refuse and 
other matters, when laying out new streets. 

Sec. 23 (2.) — That bye-laws made under section 41 of the Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1878, and as above, may be made so as to affect buildings 
erected before the passing of that Act, i.e. 8th August, 1878. 

Sec. 23. (4.) — That bye-laws may be made so as to prevent buildings 
from being altered so as to contravene existing bye-laws. 

Sec. 25. — For preventing the erection of buildings on ground filled up 
with offensive matter. 

Sec. 26. (2.) — Requiring the inhabitants to assist in facilitating sca- 
venging when such is undertaken or contracted for by the sanitary authority. 

Sec. 28. — Extending the powers of the sanitary authority in dealing with 
unsound meat, &c., to all articles intended for “ the food of man.” 

Sec. 32. — For penalty on keeper of common lodging-house not giving 
notice of cases of infectious diseases. 

Sec. 33. — That plans of houses deposited with the sanitary authority 
shall be adhered to, &c. 

Sec. 47. — For restriction on throwing into streams, &c., any cinders, 
ashes, &c., or any matter likely to cause annoyance. 

Sec. 46 — For the protection of placards, notices, &c., put up by the 
sanitary authority. 

It will be seen that by the adoption of Part III. a rural sanitary authority 
obtains increased powers, especially as to making bye-laws with respect to 
buildings, and making certain of such bye-laws, as well as certain previously 
existing bye-laws, retrospective.
